Sir,— 


In reply I beg to say that the Bishop of Yukon's Secretary 
has been notified that the Department is allowing payment,at 
the rate of $3.00 perday,for each day tnat the schools at Cham- 
pagne Landing,Little Salmon,Rampart House and Teslin Lake were 
open during the quarters for which returns were forwarded and 
that no grant would be made for the Shingle Point Eskimo day 
gcnool in view of the fact that only two pupils were taught 
during the period the school was open. 


Regarding these schools being in operation at such infre- 
quent intervals I may say that the chief reason is,the Indiars 
are usually away during the winter months scattered in small 
parties in their hunting and trapping grounds.Puring the shott 
summer they usually gather together in their various villages. 
It hag been the custom of the Bishop to engage the services of 
students to come north to teach these Indians during the time 
they are all together in their villages.This entails consider- 
able expense but the Bishop feels that he ougnt to do something 
towards giving the Indians some little education. Whether such 
intermittant teaching is of any real value is open to question, 
very little progress is possible under such conditions,it leads 
one to doubt whether the expenditure is justifiable. 


On the other hand,if the Bishop did not bring in these 
students the Indians would get absolutely nothing in the way 
of education.It is only with the aid of the Department's grants 
that His Lordship is able to do this. 


Referring to the question as to whether the Department gets 
value for the expenditures incurred my reply 1s,1 do not think 
it does,at the same time one feels that the Indians should be 
given some opportunity of acquiring the art of reading and wri- 
ting. 


The Bishop of Yukon 18 in Toronto for the winter,he will, 
no doubt,visit the Department before he returns north.

in accidents . For many years , our Tésher at Champagne has been a 
Medical Student , in the persons off Dr.’ Herschel Stringer and Dr. 
Wilfred Stringer , each returning for a three year period, In 1932, 
Dr. Wilfred Stringer saved a man's life , i111 from blood poisoning , 
who certainly would have died without the skilful treatment which 

he received from this Teacher . In fact , the Natives had already 
prepared a coffin for the sick man. Do you not think that a work 
such as this should not go unrecognized by the Department of Indian 
Affairs , especially when it is being done at so small a cost to the 
Department. 


&. The cost of this service to the Indians as given by the 
Chureh is very great . I trust that you will recognize this in 
your consideration of the whole problem. These Student-teachers 
are brought out in the month of May from Toronto , Winnipeg and 
Vencouver ,and in September ¢ their fares are paid to their respect- 
ive Colleges and homes. This matter of transportation alone is one 
of great expense, for the distances are great and the rates are high. 
It hs afLong way from Toronto to Champagne and Teslin, We also give 
to each man a salary of $225.00 for the summer , pay their board 
and provide a lodging place. We greatly need the assistance of the 
Department in these heavy expenses , for they are incurred by the 
Church in serving the Wards of the Department . Your Department pays 
for the erection of the Buildings for the Indian Boarding Schools , 
and also gives a per capita Grant for the food and clothing of the 
Indians at those Schools . Why then take away the Grant for the 
education of the children in these isolated Posts who are not able to 
go to the Boarding Scfools , for their accomoda is very limited ? 
Please do not make it hard and almost impossible to care for these 
Less fortunate Children , who are not able to enter these splendid 
Boarding Schools.

The Appropriation 
for Indian Education was so reduced this year, that it 
was necessary to discontinue grants for salaries to a 
number of the Indian schools in the northern districts 
of Ceneda. However, in view of your representations 
that, before notice had been received regarding the 
discontinuing of the grants, arrangements had been made 
to send teachers to certain schools in the Yukon, the 
Department has decided to continue the grant towards 
the salary at these schools for the period they are 
open during the summer of 1933. The local Indian 
Superintendent at Dawson has been so informed. 


It would be advisable for you to communicate 
with the Department early next Merch in order to ascer- 
tain if it has been found possible to provide grants 
for the summer of 1934. Unless you are advised by the 
Department thet funds are available, you should not 
expect that a grant will be provided for 1934.

With reference to your letter of the 6th 
instant, I beg to say that, for the summer of 1935, 
the Department will allow grant at the rate of $3 a 
teaching day towards the teacher's salary at Carmacks, 
Teslin Lake and Champagne Landing. Payment of the 
amount stated will be made on receipt of the usual 
returns showing the names of the children in attend- 
ance, days taught, etc. 


Besides the above mentioned seasonal schools, 
the Department will continue payment of the salary of 
the teacher at Moosehide and Selkirk. With reference 
to these two latter schools, I may say that the salary 
rate for each teacher is $1,100 a year. However, the 
Salary Deduction Act passed at the last session of 
Parliament provided that, when the total compensation 
paid a teacher was less than $1,000, there should be 
no deduction. If, however, the salary is over $1,000 
but does not exceed gl1,111, payment can be made at the 
rate of #1,000 a year only. Consequently, at the 
present time, each of these teachers is being paid 
#100 a teaching month, 


As no provision has been made for the salary 
of a teacher at Whitehorse, the Department will be 
unable to provide the funds necessary to pay a teacher 
at the same rate as is allowed at Moosehide and Selkirk. 


Possibly the white school at Whitehorse would 
accept the six or seven children living in that vicinity 
1f grant was allowed for them. In this connection, the 
Department would be prepared to allow a grant of $20 a 
year each, based on the average attendance. If you

I am disposed to think that same misunderstanding 
has arisen in respect to the operation of seasonal 
schools in the Yukon Territory. There ie nothing on 
file here to indicate that the grants usually made to 
these schools have been withdrawn at any time. In 
the estimates of this year I note that provision has 
been made for the operation of the following schools: 
Champagne Landing, 01d Crow Village, Rampart House, 
Teslin Lake and Whitehorse, in ad ition to the two 
more or less regular schoois at Moosehide and Selkirk. 
The total amount set apart for the operation of these 
schools is $3,790. 


Extract from reply dated December 17, 1948, received 
from Bishop Geddes. 


I am a little concerned about the first 
paragraph in your letter regarding grants for the 
Seasonal Dey Schools operated by our Chureh at Teslin, 
Champagne ani Whitehorse. These three schools have 
been operated by our Church during the et three 
summers but we have been unable to receive the grants 
from your Deyartment that formerly woee pee - In 
fact in 1940 when the return for the Teslin Day Sehool 
was forwarded to Ottawa it was returned with the 
notification that no grant would be paid. I gather 
from your letter thet the funds for these schools 
are in the estimates that have been approved by 
Parliament and I shell be grateful if you can advi se 
me as to how we can secure the grants for these 
echools that we have been operating.

No appropriation for the salary of a teacher has been 
made and before the Department can pay a grant for it you 
will be good enough to forward a full report on th is school 
stating the number of Indian children and whether the 
Indians reside permanently there, or the period of the 
year during which they live at this point. You will also 
be good enough to inform the Department as to the building 
ian which the sch 001 1s conducted and the accommodation 
provided formteaching the children, Upon receipt of full 
information from you the Department will take into consider 
ation the paying of a salary the same as is provided for 
the teachers of the other day schools in the Yukon

school at Little Salmon, 

In my report of Aug 8th on the Little Salmon band of 
Indians I mentioned that a day gcnool nad been opened and that 
the schoolroom, at the time of my visit, had not been properly 
fitted up as they were waiting the arrival of lumber to con- 
struct desks and seats. 

Since my visit it has been reported by tne Bishop of the 
Yukon, wno was recently at Little Salmon, that desks and seats 
sufficient to accomodate tne pupils have been put into the 
school. 

The scnoolroom is a well puilt log building with good 
shingle roof and the ground fenced in py wire fencing, it is 
warm, well ventilated, and lighted by two good windows on each 
side of the building. Enclosed herewith is a photo, the first 
pbuilding is the residence of the teacher, the second at the 
right of the picture with ladder on the roof is the school, 
Being a new building it is in excellent repair. 

There are 30 pupils on the roll, 21 boys and 9 girls, the 
attendance is rather irregular on the part of some of the pu - 
pilsmy by reason of the necessity of going away to hunt. 

While at the settlement the pupils attend fairly regularly. 

Te school is open for at least six months of the year 
that is from April lst to Sep't 30th the teacher is in resi- 
dence during that period. The Indians do not stay around the 
settlement uch during the winter months consequently tne tea- 
cher goes to Carmacks from Oct to Maren and from there visits 


Little Salmon when the Indians are in. During these visits he 
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conducts tne day school. 

Little Salmon i8 a permanent settlement of Indians, they 
spend most of the winter hunting and trapping in the surround- 
ing district bringing in the results of their hunt occasionally 
during this period and exchanging them for necessary supplies. 

I had an opportunity of seeing tne progress some of the 
pupils had made, several write fairly well and read words of 
three letters correctly. Considering tne short time the school 
has been opened the teacher has done very well with the mater- 
ial he has to work upon, 

The Department has already sent a supply of scnool mater- 
jal so that now the school is well equipped for work, 


The Rev C. Swanson,B.A. is in charge of the school.

Yukon, reporting on the day school which has been opened 
at Little, Salmon in that territory in charge of Rev. Cecil 
Swanson, B, A. of Toronto University. They wish to have 
this school recognized by the Department and provision made 
for a salary for the teacher. 

The grant allowed for day schools in the Yukon 
is at the rate of $720.00 per annum, None of these schools 
are open the whole of the year and Mr, Hawksley says that 
the Little Salmon School would only be open about six 
months in the year. There are thirty pupils on the roll, 
which is a higher enrolment than at any of the other day 
schools in the territory. You will see from the accom- 
panying snapshot that they have a school building and 
teacher's residence already and the school has had seats 
ad desks provided, I think the Department would be qhite 
justified in recognizing this school and making the usual

Right Reverend Sir: 


The Department is in receipt of a return 
siened by Rev. R.C.W. ward showing that he operated 
the Carmacks Seasonal School for a period of 35 
days between October 30 and December 22, 1939. 


This is the first intimation that the Depart- 
ment has received that this school would be in 
operation during the calendar year 1939. Asa 
matter of fact our records show that Rev. Mr. Ward 
is the teacher of the Selkirk Indian Day School and 
he has been paid salary at that school for the months 
of October, November and December, 1939. Under these 
circumstances it is difficult to understand how he 
also taught at the Carmacks School. In view of the 
fact that he has already been paid for the period 
October 1 to December 31 as teacher of the Selkirk 
Sehool it is not possible to consider any payment for 
his services at the Cormacks School for the period 
durine which he states he had the school in operation. 
Incidentally I may say that due to the economic con- 
ditions now confronting us it will not be possible for 
the Department to make any allowance for seasonal 
schools until such time as you are further advised. 

We will, however, continue to pay the regular salary 
to the teachers at the Moosehide, Old Crow Village and 
Selkirk schools as we understand that these schools 
are operated for 10 months in each academic year.

The Department received a day school 
return from the Little Salmon (Carmacks) School for the 
quarter ended December 3lst and we allowed $3 a day for 
a period of 59 days. 


We are now in receipt of a return for 
the quarter ended March 3lst in which the teacher states 
that the school was in operation for 52 days. in 
reviewing this return it is noted that althought 15 pupils 
were registered only 3 attended for a period of more than 
20 dayse Many of the others attended for only 2 or 3 
days. Under the circumstances, we feel that a fair amount 
to allow would be $3 per day for 40 days, and a cheque 
for tiis amount is being forwarded to your Winancial 
Secretary.

Reference your letter of April 25 


I have diseussed the contents of your letter 
at some length with Major Clerk. His views indicate that Mr. 
Bridge has other interests than those of the sehool and that 
therefore he is not conducting it probably in accordance with 
the regulations laid down in the School Register. 


We doubt also whether the Department is receiving 
full value for ite salary outlay, particularly when we compare 
this sehool with the one at Mayo. 


We have two alternatives that are obvious at the 
present time: 


(1) to write to the Bishop concerning Mr. Bridge, 


(2)to suggest to the Bishop a transfer or exchange between 
Mr. Bridge and Mr. Brownlee at Carmacks. 


I would be quite prepared, in an official letter 
to Mr. Bricge, if thie transfer is approved, to advise hin that 
departmental regulations must be strictly observed in operating 
our day schools, particularly insofar as opening and closing 


‘airs (RG 10 Volume 6477, file 
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hours are concerned. It seems evident that Mr, Bridge is 

Sincere enough in his efforts but that he takes every opportunity 
to give visits to Dawson City, ete., a priority over his 

teaching duties. This cannot be tolerated during school hours, 
@specially when we are allowing him an adequate salary.

I shall be glad to hear 
from you again after your next visit to the school, and I 
shall do my best to co-operate in every possible way with

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READING:- Seven of the oupils were using the reading 
eards supplied by the Department, they repeated the words 

in a parrot like manner indicating that it was memory rather 
than sight reading, some of them were rather puzzled when 
unexpectedly taken back 4 few lines and asked to read over 
that particular line. The teachers attention was called to 
this fault which is, I think, the result of the teacher re- 
peating the words along with his pupils. 

Three pupils were using primer pt 1, their work may ve 
elassed as very fair, they are rather slow in picking up the 
meanings of the Englisn words. 

@¥LE SPELLING:- The work was only fair in this subject, 

lack of application on the part of the pupils is the reason 
that may be assigned as the cause. 

WRITING:- Always a favorite study of the Indians was on the 
whole good, there is more progress in this subject than in 

any other dealt with in the school. 

ANITHMETIC:- Siinple addition was as far as any of the murkpkis 
pupils had gone with the exception of one who had been for a 
time at the Carcross Scnool, ne was doing multiplication, the 
work of all the pupils was vood ani accurate, the figures were 
poorly formed however all the »upils passed the tests given. 
DICTATION:- Four pupils sat for this test and passed it 
sreditably, words of four letters was the limit given. 

Singing :- Very poor, the teacher is not at all musical 

and not well able to lead in this . 

CALISTHENICS.:- All drills taken from the Manual were very 
well done the pupils are apparently interested in tnis sub- 
ject.

On September 17th I flew to Dawson. whe first problem 

was to descreetly persuade the Indians livine in very 

bad houses in Dawson, to move downstream three miles to 
their traditional village of Moosehide, where a day school 
was being organised. Most of my time at Dawson was spent 

in reviewing correspondence, studying circulars, etc. A 

very large amount of mail had been held pendihe my arrival 
at Dawson, which was cleared up before leaving. Upon my 
departure all indian families but one had moved to Moosehide, 
the day school had commenced, the dilapidated community Hall 
patched up, and community life = dormant for a humber of 
years - again assumed the Indian pattern.

Yurther to your letter of March 20, re the preparation 
of Annual Estimates, and our reply of March 25, please be advised 
that many of the sheets included in a complete set of Welfare 
Estimates do not refer to your agency. ‘The Indians of Canada are 
divided into two classes: Treaty Indians and non-Treaty Indians. 
Your Indians belong to the latter class and ere not entitled by 
treaty terms to issues of Aumunition, Nets, Snare-wire, Triennial 
Clothing, etc. 


In the three Prairie Provinces, the Northwest Territ- 
ories and remote areas where Indians are located lon, distances 
from source of supplies, Agents estimate their relief requirements - 
food, soap, etc., a year in advance. These supplies are purchased 
on contract from wholesalers and shipped in to departmntal ware- 
houses, from which they are distributed weekly, or monthly, to 
aged and indigent Indians who have no other source of maintenance. 


In the other parts of the Dominion and your ageicy, 
assistance is supplied by direct purchase from the merchant. 
However, if your Indians can be taken off direct relief by the 
issue of nets, auwunition, snare-wire or seeds, the vranch is 
prepared to give sympathetic consideration to any representations 
you may care to mike. In fact, it will be in order to include 
items in your 1947-48 Estimates covering requirements in tent 
duck (Allotment l2-421) canoe canvas (09-652) ammunition, twine 
ror nets and snare-wire (02-229). 


Insofar as Indian Nducation is concerned, it is not 
necessary to estimate for desks, supplies, rents and teachers'

These are all included by the branch in a bulk 
amount, based on part year's requirements and new co.uitments. 


However, it will be necessary to include estimates

If you will please let us know your requirements for 
biscuits, we will put these amounts in our order which .oes to 
the manufacturers on May 15. To assist you in estimating 
requirements, it is suggested that you allow for 6 lbs. per

Dear Archbishop Adams: 


I have for answer your letter of June 25 with 
regard to our Indian School at Moosehide, Y.T. 


We have recently had our Educational Survey 
Officer, Major C.A. Clark, visit this school. He has been 
consulted concerning Captain Bridge's request. Major Clark 
informs us that a great deal of friction has already been 
caused by conducting school in the teacher's residence. 
Some of the Indians complained to Major Clark that Captain 
Bridge had required the children to do certain chores which 
were more associated with the home than with the school. 
Such activities were resented by some of the parents. 


The space in the teacher's residence avail- 
able for school automtically operates to reduce the attend- 
ance. Photographs in our possession show the woefully 
inadequate blackboard space available in the roam now being 
used and also the poor lighting. Furthermore, since no 
storage space for surplus books was available, the room 
presented an untidy appearance. 


During 4 certain period, the vacant school 
was rented to Indians es a house, Apparently this also 
Caused a great deal of resentment on the part of the Indians.

The number of days 
in the quarter in which school was open was 52 and the 
average attendance 6,2, The grant for the quarter was 
$92.00, The grant for the quarter ending December, 
1923, for Moosehide day school is $276.00 and the 
school was open 63 days with an average attendance of 
6.8, The difference in the amount is much greater 
than the difference in the teaching days would indi- 
cate and I think some mistake may have been mede, 
There may, however, be some explanation that does not 
occur to me but I shall be glad of a line from you 
on this matter,

Capt. HZ, Bridge, in charge of the Church of England 

day school at Moosehide Indian Village, near Dawson, Y.T., is 
pwoceeding to that point in a few days. He is interested in 
introducing physical training and sports to the pupils of his 
school and requests that a football be forwarded to him. It 
is also thought that the Indians would take quickly to their 
traditional game of lacrosse. My own experience with Indians 
of the Stikine Agency shows that they were enthusiastic when I 
brought in a dozen lacrosse sticks in 1936. I would suggest 

that if it is in order two dozen lacrosse sticks and three lacrosse 
balls be cent to Capt. Bridge for use at the Moosehide Indian school. 


The school has not been in operation for two years owing to 
shortage of personnel. Not much echool equipment is left, and 
when Capt. Bridge has been there for a week or so he intends to 
sena me a list of school requirements. In the meantime could 

following necessities be forwarded to Capt. Brid;e, at Dawson:

While accompanying T-B clinic to Moosehide Indian Reserve, 
Dawson, Y¥.T., on June 17th, Mr. H.E. Bridge, teacher at the 
Indian Day School, Moosehide, informed me that he had obtained 
enough new spruce logs to build a proper school adjoining and 
abutting the present Church of England mission. 


In company with Archbishop W.k. Adams, Bishop of the Yukon, 
we were shown that the present school building is in an 
extremely dilapideted condition, and would be torn down 
shortly. Mr. Bridge had been forced to conduct the school 
in the large living room of the Mission, but it had not 
proved satisfactory. The idea was to make a large opening 
in the south wall of the living room, opening to the newly 
proposed classroom, measuring approximately 20' x 30'. 


Apparently Mr. Bridge had succeeded in interesting some 
benefactors in the Indians of Moosehide who were prepared to 
contribute several hundred dollars to a new school, His 
Grace proposed to contribute $300.00 of church funds, and 
has requested $300.00 towards the echoolroom from Indian 
Affairs Branch. Could the $200.00 contained in the 1948-49 
Estimates for repairs to Moosehide School be granted to this 
enterprise. The sum of $100.00 asked for to repair school 
at Fort Selkirk will not be used, as the school has now been 
closed at the request of the Department, though Archbishop 
Adams continues the salary of the former teacher kirs, Cowaret 
who conducts the school for the benefit of some half dozen 
Indian children, 


The $300.00 requested for shhool building will be for labor in 
erecting same, and materiale for roofing, etc. logs have alread; 
been taken to site. A new schoolroom will certainly be a great 
improvement on the present mission house-schoolroom setup.

There is a low-powered transmitter at Dawson, similar 
to the one at Whitehorse. Programmes are produced on 
a volunteer basis, 95% of the broadcasts are from 
recordings supplied by American Forces Radio Service 

in Los angeles. I do not know the policy of the 
Branch to supplying radio receivers for school purposes.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of letter 
dated December 16th,1931,file No 166-9-3,in reference to Mrs 
A.Cowaret teaching Indian day school at Selkirk in the early 
part of the year. 


In reply I beg to say that when Mr W.D.Young left Selkirk 
I was notified that the school was closed,this was in August 
1930.I had no knowledge of Mrs Cowaret commencing to teaeh or 
that she had continued to do so until March of last year when 
a letter was received from her stating that the Bishop of Yukon 
had been to Selkirk and finding that sne had been teaching ad- 
vised her to send in a report,she sent for the necessary forms 
whieh were sent to her.By letter dated July 7th she informed me 
that she had filled up the forms and hoped to hand them over 
to me in Whitenorse,she was on her way to Vancouver,but found 
I had already left for Dawson,she then mailed them to this office. 


Enquiries were made from the Bishop of Yukon as to whether 
he had engaged the services of Mrs Cowaret to teach.He gtated 
that he had not done so nor did he know that she was doang so 
until he called at Selkirk on his way to Dawson.The work was 
quite a voluntary act undertaken without the knowledge or consent 
of tne chureh authorities or the Indian Superintendent.It was 
felt that in paying for work voluntarily undertaken without the 
knowledge and consent of those immediately concerned there is 
the risk of establishing a precedent that might prove to be 
troublesome in the future,

The school register and school material was locked up in 
the Mission House and was not available to Mrs Cowaret.No sehool 
supplies were sent to Selkirk during tne period that she was 
teaching,nor was any requisitioned by her,

Dear Mr. Speaker: 


With further reference to your letter of 
December llth, concerning the claim of lirs. Cowaret 
for teaching indian children at Fort Selkirk, I now 
have a report from Mr. Superintendent Hawksley. It 
appears that Mrs. Cowaret taught for a total of 167 
days during the past academic year. She was not en- 
gaged by either our local officers or the Bishop of 
the Yukon. ‘The school register and school material 
were locked up and not available to her. She had an 
average attendance of nearly six Indian children 
during the nine months she taught. 


Strictly speaking, this lady has no claim 
on the Department and Mr. Hawksley fears that it 
might establish an unfortunate precedent if we paid 


for work voluntarily undertaken without the know- 
ledce and consent of either the Church or the De- 
partment. Before 1 give the matter final consider- 
ation, I should like to have your opinion as to 
what should be done.

Replying to your letter of the 10th instant 
re Indien Schoo) at Fort Selkirk, Yukon. It is a pleasure 
to bear testimony to unselfish and devoted work performed 
by Mrs.Cowaret for the Indians at and in the vicinity of 
Fort Selkirk. 


I have observed her there for more than ten 
years past. Apert altogether from the performance of her 
formal duties 2s a school teacher, she has really become an 
institution among them,-adults and children alike look to her 
for advice and guidance in their affairs. In sch a remote 
and isolated place it is fortunate that there is such a sympa~ 
thetic,refined and well informed woman willine to minister to 
the wants of those wretched people. 


My understanding of this cease is thet Mrs.Cowaret 
did not originelly intend seeking remuneration ‘or the period 
of teaching, but that Bishop Stringer, now Archbishop, visiting 
jelkirk, becoming personally aware of the circumstances, sugested 
both to her and to the Indian Agent that she should be paid, and 
consequently request for payment wes made. 


As you have been good enough to ask my opinion in the 
matter, I have no hesitation in recommending that payment be made 
with the stipulation thet it is not a precedent, and so fer *s Mrs. 
Cowaret is concerned, I am confident she would never seek to treat 
it as a precedent. 


Turther, Mrs.Cowaret’s husband is a big game hunter's 
guide and trapper. Because of the general hard times, hunters did 
not visit Af Yukon in 1931 as formerly. That coupled with the pre- 
vailine low price of fur hes seriously crippled the Cowarets finan- 
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cially and payment of the amount involved sim would be doubly 
welcome at this time. 


Mrs.Cowaret is, in my opinion, really such a val- 
uable asset to your department and a verson upon whom you could 
always rely for support and if medd,could supply intelligent and 
sympathetic advice in matters pertaining to the welfare of the 
Indians in thet country thet if it is necessary, hers should be 
@ special case and yeyment made without hesitation.

Regarding the Selkirk day school,the teacher,Mr W.D.Young, 
resigned in dune 1930.Some difficulty was experienced by the 
Bishop of Yukon in obtaining some one to take the vacant posi- 
tion so the school nad to be closed at the end of the June 
quarter 1930.Mrs Cowaret,a former teacher residing in Selkirk, 
opened a school on her own authority for the natives, In June 
1931 Mr O.W.R. Hughes was appointed as teacher,later on he was 
ordained and appointed missionary in charge of Selkirk,he has 
regularly carried on the day school since, The returns for the 
December quarter have been forwarded to the Department. 


The number of children of school age in the vicinity of 
Selkirk is 30.0Owing to the nomadic habits of the parents the 
children are not continually within reach of the school this 
causes the attendance to be rather irregular and the daily 
average rather low, The children attend the school fairly 
regularly when living near the scnool,

As you are aware, the Department has been allowing 
salary at the rate of $110 per teaching month, less 
10%, for the teacher nt each of these schools. 

In view of the attendance, however, it is felt 

that this salary is rather high. 


I would appreciate receiving a full report

You should state if all the Indian children living at 
these points are enrolled at the day schools and what 
steps, if any, could be taken to increase the attend- 
ance.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
dated August 3rd,file Jo 1l@é@—-9-l,in reference to the Moosenide 
and Selkirk Indian Day Schools. 


In reply I beg to say that there is little prospect of an 
increased enrollment of pupils at either of these day schools. 
The Indians,owing to changed conditions,cannot afford to stay 
around these villages or leave their families while the men go 
away to hunt and trap,they are compelled to separate into small 
parties and live in the woods for the purpose of hunting and 
trapping in order to make a living. Opportunities for obtaining 
work from the white people are very mich reduced.To insist upon 
the Indian families staying in the village (which has been sug- 
gested) would mean that some of them would have to receive help 
in the way of provisions. It appears to be a mich wiser policy 
to keep them independent ,earning their own living,and they are 
less liable to get into bad habits. 


At both places all the children who live in the village of 
schhol age are enrolled but do not attend as regularly as they 
should,possibly a little more effort on the part of the teachers 
might help towards improvyowcnt in the attendance of those en-— 
rolled, 


The salary paid by the Department,$110.00,per month for 
the ten teaching months of the school year for each of these 
schools is ratner too nigh for the number of pupils taught 
and I would recommend that a reduction be made in view of the 
urgent need for economy. May I suggest,that under existing cir- 
cumstances, a net salary of $75.00 per month for each of these 
two schools would be adequate compensation for the work that 
is being done,

With reference to Your Lordship's letter of the 
5th instant, I beg to say that the Department approves the 
appointment of Rev. Wm. Valentine as teacher of the Selkirk 
Indian Day School. It ig noted that he has been in charge 
of this school since the first of May. When issuing salary 
cheques for the month ended November 30th, péyment will be 
made to Rev. Mr. Valentine for the months of June, September, 
October and November. 


The salary rate at this school is $1,100 a year 
but, owing to present regulations, when the total compen- 
sation exceeds $1,000 but is not in excéss of $1,111, the 
Department is only allowed to pay at the rate of $1,000 a 
year. Consequently, until further notice, Rev. Mr. 
Valentine's compensation will be at the rate of $100 a 
teaching month, as all salaries of teachers of Indian day 
schools are paid on the basis of ten teaching months in the 
academic year.

Upon receipt of Mr. Hoey's letter of 
December 7th I immediately dispatched a copy to Reverend 
Mr. Stringer, asking him to attend at this office in order 
that the matter could be discussed.

Cowaret have been noted, The official 
atitude of the Branch was conveyed to Bishop Gibson, Prince

aside $100.00 for the repair of the school building. I have 
therefor included the sum of $100.00 in the estimates of 1948-49

I have now been informed by Canon L.G. Chappell that several 
changes are contemplated at Fort Selkirk by the Diocese, There 
is a possibility that a new and much larger building may be 
obtained, and a possible change in personnel. 


The recommendation in your fourth paragraph is noted, that more 
frequent trips be made to Fort Selkirk. Not only Selkirk but 
many other points I believe would benefit by an occasional visit 
and inspection by the Agent, but it is impossible to do all the 
work requested, both inside and in the field, » ithout a clerk 
being appointed, A considerable proportion of my work the last 
two months has been taken up with Indian Health Services matters 
and I have only been able to visit a fraction of the places I 
would like this summer, A Public Health Nurse has now been appointed 
by Dr. E.L. Stone, who will spend most of her time along the Yukon 
River, and it is hoped that by her frequent visits to Selkirk, Mise 
Larkin will keep me informed as to conditions there.

Extract from Dr. MoGill's letter of November 21, 1942, 
addressed to Rt. Rev. W.A. Geddes, D.D., Bishop of 
Yukon, Dawson, Y.T. 


I am disposed to think that some misunderstanding 
has arisen in respect to the operation of seasonal 
schools in the Yukon Territory. There is nothing on 
file here to indicate that the grants usually made to 
these schools have been withdrawn at any time. In 
the estimates of this year I note that provision has 
been made for the operation of the following schools: 
qhenpeape Landing, 014 Crow pee Rampart House, 
Teslin Lake and Whitehorse, in ad ition to the two 
more or less regular schools at Moosehide and Selkirk. 
The total amount set apart for the operation of these 
schools is $5,790. 


Extract from reply dated December 17, 1942, received 
from Bishop Geddes. 


I am a little concerned about the first 
paragraph in your letter regarding grants for the 
Seasonal Day Schools operated by our Church at Teslin, 
Champagne ani Whitehorse. These three schools have 
been operated by our Chureh during the st three 
summers but we have been unable to receive the grants 
from your Department that formerly were paid. 
fact in 1940 when the return for the Teslin Day School 
was forwarded to Ottawa it was returned with the 
notification that no grant would be paid. I gather 
from your letter that the funds for these schools 
are in the estimates that have been approved by 
Parliament and I shall be grateful if you can advise 
me as to how we can secure the grants for these 
schools that we have been operating.

I have been approached by the Rev. H.I. Lee, minister of an interdenomin- 
ational organization in Whitehorse re starting an Indian day school. Rev. 
Lee was formerly a member of the R.C.M.P., he was ordained in 1942 in Alberta, 
and is Canadian-born. He established a Protestant mission in Whitehorse last 
June, and conducts services for Indians as well as whites. 


At present there is no day school for Indians in Whitehorse, though there 
are two for white children. Consequently Indian children of al) sages wander 
about the streets of the town most hours of the day and part of the night. 

Rev, Lee hes noted these conditions and has offered the use of his mission for 

a day school, The building would hold approximately 40 children. One teacher 
only would be necessary and Rev. Lee has two experienced teachers available at 
any time for classes. 


His request is for sanction of Indian Affairs Branch. No salary is 
asked for teachers' services, but Rev. Lee would require schooldesks, black- 
boards, standard school books and equipment for grades 1 to 4. No religious 
teaching would make up the curriculum, simply standard grad-school subjects. 


Rev. Lee acknowledges that this school would be in the nature of an 
experiment and is willing to undertake responsibility of the entire activity. 
There is at present a Roman Catholic day school here, upon making enquiries 
I find that it will be used for white children only - classes are expected to 
start in October. Rev. Lee's offer appears timely and would do much to better 
conditions among local Indians. What is the policy of Indien Affaire Branch, 
and what shall J advise Rev. Lee?

Further to my letters of Sept. Sth, and Oct. 14th, 1946, and 

your reply of Oct. 19th, file 166-8-1 (WW.R. 1). The Rev, 

H.I. Lee opened a day school for the Indian children of Whitehorse 
on Monday, January 13th, 1947. Beth War Assets Corporation and 
the Canadian Army, at Whitehorse, have given him considerable 
assistance as to the acquiring of a building, plumbing and electric 
facilities, heating units and furniture, 


At the present time there are 15 pupils and a strong possibility 
of several more, Several parents are not sending their children 
back to the Carcross Residential School as a consequence of the 
opening of a day school at Whitehorse. This has a beneficial 
effect insofar as accommodating orphans, and children in very 
remote places ims concerned, I have four such requests for 
admission before me at present. 


While the Rev. Lee has proceeded with the organization of the day 
school on his own initiative, he is receiving the backing and moral 
support of the loeal Kiwanis Club and the Men's Council of \lihitehorse, 
The parents are buying seribblers, pencils, pen, ink, ete, for their 
children, 


It is hoped that recognition and support may be extended to Rev, 
Lee in the near future,

I find them enthusiastie to have all their children attend 
school, The desirability of children attending a dgy school 
and living with their parents in preference to the institutional 
eare of a residential schoel has been brought out many times in 
the minutes of the Joint Committee examining the Indian Act, at 
Ottawa. 


Will it be in erder te submit the names of children not returning 
to Careross Residential School, and attending Whitehorse bay School 
with a view of having them reinstated in Family Allowance pay? 

Rev, Lee has a fully qualified teacher, and using the curriculum 
eof Alberta, whieh is required in the Yukon. The removal of a 
number of Whitehorse pupils from Careross School should create 
openings fer pupils from renete areas with no possibility of

I beg to advise that on May Mth Major C.A.Fe Clark, BeAcy liehes 
arrived in Whitehorse by train and was met by myself. An 
itinerary was drawn up to make the best time at the disposal of 
Major Clark, 


The Indian Day Schools at Whitehorse, Moosehide (lawson) and Fort 
Selkirk were inspected by Major Clark. Wie also visited Indian 
Residential School at Carcross, the school and buildings were 
thoroughly examined by Major Clark. 


On May 18th, accompanied by Bishop Coudert, and hir, ©. Porsild, 
contractor, a visit was made to the proposed site of the new Indian 
Residential School at Teslin. Various sites were examined and 
agreement was reached by all concerned on a particularly favorable 
spot close to the shore of eslin Lake, We returned to Whitehorse 
on May 19th after a visit to the Indian Reserve at Teslin. 


Transportation was furnished by Lepartmental Carryall. Iiajor Clark 
was not impressed by this vehicle which is designed for hard riding, 
and is not particularly comfortable, He suggested that the Carryall 
be kept for travel on the rougher roads of thie Agency, and that the 
matter of obtaining a standard type sedan for use in \ihitehorse and on 
the Alaska Highway be taken up with Headquarters. 


On hiay 20th we flew to liayo and went into all aspects of the establish- 
ment of a day school on the reserve there. A teacher has already been 
obtained and the matter is at present well in hand. On May 22nd we 
flew on to Dawson, and immediately went by boat to lioosehide Lay School. 
Various matters of Indian Administration were discussed with J.B. Gibben 
K.C., Controller of the Yukon. We returned to Vihitehorse on Way 24th, 
stopping en route at Fort Selkirk which gave Major Clark an opportunity 
of inspecting the day school there, 


An official inspection of Whitehorse lay School Was made on May « 6th. 
On May 29th we visited Carcross Indian Residential School, the pupils 
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there were given an examination by Major Clark, and a number of 
other matters of administration were taken up with Archdeacon 
H.C.ii.s Grant, principal of the school, 


Major Clark left by Pan American plane on the morning of the 
30th, flying to Juneau, Alaska, where he caught the south-bound 
C.P.R. boat to Vancouver. 


During the time Major Clark was in this Agency I was in his company 
the greater part of the time.

Tt 
is disheartening to make the journey to this office only to find the 
Agent is away and there is no one to help him.

Mr. Indian Agent Meek to retain the Dodge Carryall when he 
ia supplied with a fast automobile. 


From the agent’s office near Whitehorse 
roads radiate two hundred fifty miles to the west, north and 
east and fifty miles to the south. These distances require 
a fast car or the agent's absences from his headquarters will 
be inconveniently protracted. 


The carryall would, during its lifetime, 
operate in the Whitehorse area as 4 light truck and conveyance 
for personnel and materials not transportable by passenger car. 
The agent*s office is two and a half miles uphill from the 
town. A taxi or light truck charges $1.50 for a one-way trip. 
The aged and indigent frequently have to be fetched and carried 
from the “reserve” to the agent's office, to the hospital, to 
the traders’, together with parcels of food and clothing. This 
activity must go on when the agent is far away, and # a second- 
ary vehicle must be available to the clerk in order to keep 
transportation costs as low as possible. 


Moreover, there will in bad weather and always 
on minor roads be road conditions which compel the agent to use 
the heavy-tired carryall even at a sacrifinre of speed if he is 
really to cover his vast territory adequately, and sometines 
there will be no road and the need for a “eress-country" vehicle 
will arise.

The Whitehorse Indian School moved its location to a 
better site during this Quarter, The building, while 

not of prepossessing appearance, being formerly U.S. 

Army offices, fulfils its function very well indeed. 

The Rev. H. Lee purchased the building for school and 
residential purposes. The suggestion has been advamced 
that the Indian Affairs Branch secure the school building 
for the more efficient administration of the school. 
There is a possibility that local conditions may make it 
desirable that a small number of children be boarded at 
the school while their parents are out on trap-lines., As 
only a few of the Whitehorse Indians are trappers, the 
total number of children thus cared for would be 10 or 12 
at the most.

we were all disappointed when you could not come 
to visit this Agency last month. I particularly wanted you to see 
the changed conditions at Rev. Lee's school. He now has about 
60 pupils, some of them are half~-breeds, several ere children of 
Indians on the enfranchised list who don't attend the white school 
here. I think we should bring this to the attention of the 
Territorial Government. Lee is caring for in the neighborhood of 
40 kids from out of town, and it is costing him a great deal. I 
have examined the dormitories, kitchens, playrooms, etc, and it 
certainly shows up in startling contrast to Carcross School. 


As you know the Whitehorse School has not been 
established es « residential school as yet, but Lee figures he can 
run several wore weeks without going broke. I wonder if you can 
convey the urgency of the situation to the proper officials. 
Carecross school is filled, and with a new principsl I understand 
they are mucking out and making & lot of long overdue improvements, 
I haven't met the teacher yet, as I am tied down much too mich at 
Whitehorse. 


we have arranged for power from the Arny, and also 
water and sewerage. Supply of fuel is another point which has 
increased since last term, as there are dormitories and kitchens 
to heat. We are expecting another teacher in soon, all of Grade 1 
in the larger classroom taught by Miss Doan, and Grade 2 to 6 
in the smaller roa. 


Miss Dougell is getting along well at Mayo, she 
likes the work too, I am hoping she will be appointed a Welfare 
Worker. Ler last letter states she hedn't received mny supplies

Reference new scale of Indian School teacher's salaries as 
contained in Indian School Bulletin, No. 4, Vol. 1, dated 

10 April 1947. Miss .M. Doan, teacher at Whitehorse Indian 

Day School submitted form Appx. A, Application for Classification 
on Indian School Teacher's Salary Schedule, on October 6th 1947, 
you replied (file 166-81 (\\ T)) that Miss Doan was classified 

as Grade II, with salery for 1947-48 of $1,560.00, for 10 months 
service, 


Miss Doan recently received pay cheque for the month of September 
of $133.00. I would like to point out that #20 (a), of No. 2, 
Vol. 1, Indian School Bulletin, states that school teachers are 
classed as temporary civil servants. It appears that all Federal 
Government employees, excepting those hired on a day to day basis, 
are in receipt of a Northern Living Allowance in the Yukon. This 
applies to the teachers in white schools, employees of the Yukon 
Territorial Government, which is administered by the Department of 
Mines and Resources. 


Upon making enquiries regarding Northern Living allowance, it appears 
there are no exceptions that I have been able to discover, excepting 

our own Indian School teachers, The Canadian Army and R.C.A.F. 

receive Northern Living Allowance throughout the Yukon. Most of 

the teachers of white schools in the Yukon receive a salary of $3000.00 
per annum, ‘These teachers do not all have the qualifications that 

some of our Indian School teachers have. Due to extremely high freight 
rates into the Yukon Northern Living Allowances are the custom in the 
Federal Government and in private enterprise. 


May the matter of N.L.A. for teachers of Indian Schools in the Yukon 
receive your earliest attention please?

I was requested to attend a conference concerning the above school 
in company with Rev. H.I. Lee, director of school, Gordon Lee, a 
Councillor of the Yukon Territorial Government, and R. Hulland, 
Superintendent of Schools for the Yukon. The particular matter 
under discussion was the attendance of half-breeds and borderline 
Indians at Rev. Lee's school, which is at present an authorized 
Indian Day School, 


There are several children attending the Indian school who are 
half-breeds and whose parents are living the life of an Indian, 
And also some borderline cases, of which no one seems certain 

of the status of the children, There are about a dozen of these 
children attending the Indian School. It is possible that some 
of these would have the right to attend the local white school, 
but it is not denied that these children are not welcome there, 
They appear to be perfectly content with the other children of a 
similar economic status at Rev. Lee's school, 


Superintendent Hulland inspected the Indian School and expressed 
himself very strongly in favor of the establishment. He further 
promised to take up the matter of subsidizing Rev. Lee for the 
half-breed children at the school, by the Territorial Government. 
Councillor Gordon Lee informed me that he would ask for a grant 
for twelve children which he conceded the responsibility of the 
Territory. It may be p@inted out that most of the children in 
question are also boarding at the Whitehorse Indian School, 


I am now in receipt of a letter from R. Hulland stating he had 

taken up this matter with Mr. J.E. Gibben, Controller of the Yukon, 
stressing the urgency of immediate action, but so far nothing definite 
has materialized, I wish to point out that this is almost the end of 
the second month in which Rev. Lee has maintained some 40 children 
attending the echool at his own expense, I respectfully request that 
action be taken in this matter as soon ae possible,

The main reason that the Department is reluctant to 
commit itself by recognizing this school as a residential school 
is of course due to the seeming lack of provision for permanency 
or continuity in its management. 


We have four denominations, viz.: Church of England, 
Presbyterian, Roman Catholic and United Church, now operating 
residential schools for Indians. Past experience has proven that 
great care must be taken before recognizing the smaller denominat- 
ions and entering into contracts with them for the operation of 
residential schools. 


We are building a residential school et Teslin with a 
pupilage of 120, It is our intention to purchase from the Church 
of England their residential school at Carcross. When this has 
been done it is our intention to improve this school and to 
increase its pupilage.

You will recall our previous correspondence with 
regard to the recognition of the residential school being con- 
ducted by the Reverend Mr. Lee at Whitehorse, Y. T. 


Please find attached a draft series of terms which 
we have drawn up for discussion by you with Mr. Lee. 


I note from your letter of August 11 that the Yukon 
Territorial Council is paying $1.10 per day per child for the 
upkeep of half-breed children and orphans of white or doubtful 
status being maintained by the Reverend Mr. Lee and attending 
the Whitehorse Indian Day School. 


You will note that in the attached terms, the 
Department is prepared to offer Mr. Lee 95¢ a day for the children 
whom he is maintaining at his institution. Last year our Depart- 
ment paid the two teachers at the school and also paid a Northern 
Living Allowance, We also pay for the fuel, school supplies, 
janitor service, etc. We have prepared an itemized account 
showing our expenditures at this school. By dividing this by 
our proportionate share i the number of children enrolled at 
the school, we feel that it ie fair to assume thet this Department 
is presently paying a per diem allowance of 15g. ‘The amount of 
95¢ represents the difference between this and the per diem 
allowance allowed by the Yukon Territorial Council. 


I would also advise that we will reduce the monthly 
amount paid for noonday lunches from $75.00 per month to $25.00 
per month for obvious reasons,

Yesterday when Mre Cv. Rogers, of the White 
Pass and Yukon Route was in the office he submitted a pro- 
position that the Reverend Mr. Lee who fs running a welfare 
institution and school at Whitehorse should remove from his 
present location on the White Pass land south of Whitehorse 
to an area on the other side of the tracks on the river 
bank and not far from the hospital. The situation is illu- 
strated on the attached map. 


At the time we took it for granted that as 
Mr. Lee was taking care of some Indian children he was pro- 
bably occupying some building that had been assigned to your 
branch. However, you tell me this morning that while you 
are contemplating entering into an agreement with Mr. Lee 


he must have made his own arrangements about a building be- 
cause he is not in space assigned to you. 


We lack information about the property which 
Mr. Lee now occupies and the property which Mr. Rogers is pre- 
pared to turn over. However, Lee's present site is on land 
that we have rented from the White Pass people for the use of 
the Army and it is probable that Mr. Lee has the use of some 
Army buildings. As for the land that Mr. Rogers is prepared 
to give us, we are under the impression that there are 4 great 
many squatters on it and that we would have the problem of 
dealing with the squatters. The land is unsurveyed and until 
a surveyor has investigated it is difficult to say what 
property could be made available for a site for Mr. Lee's 
institution. There is also the question of how high the 
water backs up in this area and how often. 
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I em advising you of the discussion so that 
you may know just what is going on. We would appreciate 
it if you would let us have an outline of the type of agree- 
ment you propose to enter into with Mr. Lee for T suppose 
he will be asking the Commissioner at Dawson to make some 
sort of an arrangement about indigent children who are not

Your confidential letter of September 25, 1948, file 
166-8-1 (E), concerning the Whitehorse Indian Day School 
conducted by the Rev. Lee. I wrote you on October 21 
advising that Rev. Lee had accepted your proposals. 


In Part 3 of Agreement Between Indian Affairs Branch and 

the Rev. H.I. Lee of Whitehorse, it is stated that .95¢ 

per day would be paid Rev. Lee for each Indian child admitted 
there as a boarder, and forms for the purpose would be sent 
to this office. To date we have not received these forms 
and I have advised Rev. Lee to submit an attendance record 
of Indian pupils boarding at the Whitehorse School, for the 
months of September, October and November, 1948. This 
atatement, signed by the Rev. Lee and myself in accordance 
with your instructions, is attached hereto in duplicate. 


The Yukon Territorial Government has been fulfilling their 
agreed payment for halfbreed children each month, and the 
Rev. Lee has requested that payments by the Indian Affairs 
Branch receive your earliest consideration. 


Reference Eddie and Rose Boss; entered Sept. 15th, discharged 
Nov. llth. These children were admitted to Carcross Residential 
School, their mother is a patient in the T-B ward of the 
Whitehorse General Hospital, the two children entered the 
Whitehorse Indian Day School in order that they may see their 
mother from time to time, They were taken to Carcross School 
by me on November lath. If the mother is discharged, and 
wishes to live in Whitehorse, an application for discharge 


from Carcross School will be made.

I fail to understand Miss Mallinger’s letter of 
November 9 and its statement concerning enrolment. We are 
concerned only with Indian children and our records show for 
September that 46 boys and 39 girls were enrolled, or a total 
of 85. The average attendance was only 70.86. 


I would suggest that the average attendance at 
this school will have to be higher before we can consider the 
appointment of a fourth teacher. 


I feel we should offer Miss Mallinger a position in 
Britiah Columbia until next June, when we can decide whether the 
average attendance at this school will be sufficient to maintain 
e fourth teacher.

Reference your letters of August 18th and October 8th, 
concerning the operation of a Residential School at 
Whitehorse. 


This matter has been discussed with the Director 
and with the Deputy Minister and I have been directed to 
inform you that we can take no action towards recognizing 
this as an Indian Residential School at the present time. 
It has been decided to postpone any such action for at least 
a year. 


With reference to the request for wood for this school, 
it is felt that the Denartuent should not be asked to pay more 
than its share. We are already providing for the salaries of 
two teachers at this school and for a large quantity of school 
supplies. We understand that these teachers are teaching half- 
breeds and whites as well as Indians. We have enough difficulty 
providing funds for our Indian schools alone without providing 
for the education of half-breeds and whites. I hope you will 
appreciate the fact that it is not because we do not want to 
help Mr. Lee but because we have many pressing demands on the 
moneys that are provided us each year. We have opened weveral 
new schools already this year and several more are under 
construction. Each new school is another source of drain upon 
our estimates. 
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Therefore, it 1s suggested that you review 
the wood situation with Mr. Lee with the possibility 
of having his request for $90.00 per month for wood 
reduced somewhat. It is also Suggested that you let 
us know the number of Indian children, the number of 
half-breeds and the number of white children who are 
now enrolled at this school: 


(a) As boarders

Dear Mr. Simmons:- 
Personal Greetings ! 


I am taking this opportunity to write you 
and place before you a request which I trust you will 
in turn present to the proper authorities there. 


You are more familiar with our School here 
than perhaps anyone lese in the community, you know the 
efforts that I have put forth to get this work established 
so that the Indian might have a place to attend school 
here in the Yukon which they didnt have prior to our 
opening up of this much needed work. I feel that you are 
the only one who I can ask to present to Ottawa the urgent 
need of a proper Boarding School. We have invested every 
thing that we owned to establish this work and we want to see 
it go ahead and not back. The time has come where we will 
have to make major repairs to this place if it is to be 
used much longer for this purpose. Therefore it would 
seem unwise to invest much more in the present set up due 
to the serious fire hazard that presents itself in the 
nature of this particular arrangement. 


I believe too that you are acquainted with 
the fact that we do not own the ground upon which our 
present School is located, this presents the problem of 
knowing what to do in regards to any permanent con- 
struction or work being done on our present buildings. 

I am quite prepared to have the school out of town a few 
miles if we will be able to get a new school under con- 
struction very soon. We are anxious about this matter 
and feel that something should be done as quickly as 
possible in this regard. 
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I have confidence Mr. Simmons that you 
can present this urgent need without any favouritism 
whatsoever but from strictly an essential need and 
I do believe that you have shown satisfactory evidence 
that we mean business in this thing and are not just 
fooling around with any pretence. We have invested 
as I mentioned before Thousands of dollars in this 
work and are determined to see this thing go forward 
for the betterment of the Indians in and around this 
locality, and elsewhere where we find it possible to 
help the Indians.

I have been asked by Miss Liltias Farley, arts Teacher at the 
above school, for an art classroom. At the present time Miss 
Farley makes use of the rooms of the teachers whose class she 
is instructing - not a very satisfactory arrangement. 


A room is available at the above school some 40 feet by 20 feet. 
It is fairly well lighted, one exit leading outside and one exit 
leading onto a corridor in the school. Heating is by wood stove 
and is sufficient for the room. By the addition of cupboards, 
two additional windows, and painting, it would be a very suitable 
room for art instruction, as well as whatever handicraft may be 
promoted from time to time at the school. 


I have received an estimate that hit, sheets of 5-ply, costing $8.25 
each, two windows costing appro: tely $6.00 each, and hinges, catches, 
etc.) would be the materials required. Labour would be approximately 
$100.00. The room should be painted, and, if desired, paint could be 
requisitioned in accordance with your circular "Repairs and Maintenance 
to Indian Day Schools" dated February 13th, 1950.

MEMORANDUM TO THE DIRECTOR 
WHITEHORSE INDIAN SCHOOL 


As requested by you, I have prepared the following 
statement which micht assist Mr. J.A. Simmona, M.P. in 
replying to the Reverend H.‘. Lee's letter of February 14; 


(1) We are now operating Indian Residential Schools in 
conjunction with four religious denominations, They assume 
considerable responsibility in the management of these schools 
and are responsible organizations who assume considerable 
financial burden in the conduct of these echools, Mr. Lee 
does not have such financial backing. 


(2) The Department does not recognize Mr. Lee's school 
ae an Indian Residential School but only as a private school 
at which Indian pupile are boarded while their parents are 
on the trap-line. There are of course a number of non-Indian 
children at the school towards whose maintenance the Yukon 
Territorial Council makes a contribution. 


(3) The Anglican Reeidential School will be forced in the 
near future to move from Carcross. The new school will 
probably be required within a radius of 100 miles of Whitehorse, 
If so, we would be faced with requeste for the building of 
two Indian Residential Schools for Protestant children in or 
near Whitehorse. 


(4) We have worked for many years with the four well 
established Churches in the operation of these residentia) 
echools and we do not feel that any benefit would result 
in the association with another religious group. From the 
educational point of view it would be most desirable to build 
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ea larrer residential school rather than two emaller unites, 


We apnreciate the good work that hae been accomnl ished 
at the Whitehorse School under the direction of Yr. Lee, He 
has carried on under difficult oiroumstances and much credit 
16 due him for the success of thie institution. He, however, 
ie an individual and there is no guarantee that the school 
would continue to function if he were to depart. 


To summarize therefore, we cannot recommend the 
establishment of two Protestant Reeidential Schools in or 
near Whitehorse when educational facilities for Indians are 
so badly needed elsewhere,

Dear Mr. Simmons: 


I am returning herewith the letter you 
received from Reverend H.I. Lee, Principal of the 
Whitehorse Indian Mission School. 


The subject matter of Mr. Lee's letter 
has been given careful consideration by the officials 
of Indian Affairs, including the writer, and I may 
say at the outset that this Branch could not entertain, 
at this time, the proposal involving the construction 
of another residential school in the Yukon-Northern 
British Columbia section of Canada. 


As you know, we are committed to the 
construction of the first unit of a new residential 
school to replace the school at Carcross, operated 
under the auspices of the Church of England. In 
addition to this, the Branch this year is undertaking 
the construction of a new residential school at Lower 
Post, immediately south of the Yukon-British Columbia 
Boundary, to serve both the Yukon Territory and 
northern parts of British Columbia. It is our hope 
that these schools will, when completed, meet to a 
very large extent the residential school needs of the 
Indians of those sections. We are, of course, prepared 
to extend the day school system as and when the need 
arises. 


We greatly appreciate the good work that 
has been accomplished at the Whitehorse School under 
the direction of Mr. Lee. He has carried on under 
difficult circumstances and much credit is due him for 
the success of the school operated under his direction.

The subject came un for discucsion when I wae at 
Whitehorse in June es a result of Depeartmentel letter 
this file dated Mey 1 which stated that as the Denartment 
does not own these buildings, funds cannot be vrovided for 
painting them, On being esked whether the Department would 
psy rent for the buildings I sugpested that an avnlication 
for nayment of rent by the Denartment would receive 
consiaeration, 


The bill as eubmitted enneare to be retroactive in the 
case of the claesrooms to the first of September, 1949 and 
in regard to the two Arts rooms to the first of January, 1950, 
when they were tsken into use a ter a considerable sum had 
been spent in making them ready for their svecialized purposes. 
Mr, Superintendent Meek end the Reverend H.I,. Lee seem 
to have overlooked the fect 16 of the children attending this 
school are of non-Indilan status and are the responsibility 
of the Yukon Territorial Government. I do not know what the 
Y.T, Government allows this school other than sbout $1.25 
a Gey for the meintenence of boerders. Our Devartment still 
holde the figure to 95% a day. 
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There is no denying thet the buildings require 

painting end other maintenance and that the sum charred 

for the rental of the classrooms is quite moderate considering 
their size end anvointments and the locetion of the school. 
The Reverend Mr. Lee hones to have the buildings vainted this 
summer, If they remain unveinted local residents and 
visitore mey ask why and will, of course, be told that the 


Devertment has declined to nurchaee eny veint and has not 
been vaying rent for the buildings.

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The tools would be kept under lock and key in the manual training 
room. Tools and equipment provided by each institution would be 
kept seperate though it is very probable that some things would 
be used in common. Heating is by wood stoves, lighting by ample 
window space amd electric lights. 


With the above arrangements, there would be no need for parallel 
arrangements for the girls. However, if the condition arises, 
sewing classes have been arranged for the girls. 


There are at present about 50 boys at the Territorial School 
receiving manual training, just about double the number at the 
Indian School. ‘The heads of both schools are in agreement 
with the plan suggested above, and the Rev. Lee is willing to 
make suitable alterations for a manval training workshop.

We have noted Major Clark's report of 
November 11 with a recommendation that we establish a manual 
training shop at Whitehorse. I am not quite clear as to whether 
this will be a joint enterprise but gather that itis. If so, 
why are the Indian school boys to be taught from 3 to 5 while 
the white children attend from 1 to 3. As it is an Indian school (7) 
why should not the Indian children attend at the best time. 


I am aware of the plans to erect a large school 
at Whitehorse and wonder whether we could not have our Indian 
ehildren sent to this public school as we are doing elsewhere 
across the country. I of course am not aware of local feeling 
but as other school boards are admitting more and more Indian 
children, I wonder whether the time is ripe for such a suggestion 
at Whitehorse.

A case as reGent as 1947 happened at Mayo. Neither the administration 
j nor the teachers would discourage admitting Indians to Territorial 
Schools, it is always a few parents who raise a violent objection.

Extract from Superintendent Meek's report 
dated February 8th. 


Progress has been made in the 
installation of a manual training room at 
the Whitehorse Indian School. During the 
Christmas holidays, Mr. armour, the manual 
training instructor, brought over from the 
Territorial School, benches, tools, and 
equipment including a few power tools, in 
readiness for the reopening of school after 
the holidays. At the request of our day school 
teachers, the Indian pupils are to receive manual 
training from 3:15 PM to 5 PM three days per week. 
This tends to upset the day school schedule much 
less than if such training were given at the 
expense of day school time.

School, has been to see me this morning concerning the programme 
laid down by Training Division for the manual training course. 


Tt is Mr. Armour's opinion that the Basic Operations required in 
Woodwork are too advanced for the average elementary school pupil, 
Indian or white. Some of the requirements in the list for Third 
Year seem very advanced indeed would be a challenge for adult 
minds. 


Mr. Armour has requested permission to use the programme laid down 
by Territorial school officials until our own requirements are 
brought more into keeping with the abilities of the pupils. 


I am not certain if you require a list of all pupils given 
instruction who are attending the Whitehorse Indian School. 
As you are aware, a number of half-breed children, the 
responsibility and charge of the Yukon Territory, are in 
attendance at the Whitehorse Indfan School, and are taught 
in our classroomse Do you wish a record kept by the manual 
training instructor of these children of non-Indian status? 


Your commends regarding Mr. Armour's views on the Manual Training 
curriculum would be appreciated.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
1) 


presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 


death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent’s office 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

We have your letter of the 23rd ultimo 
enclosing memorandum of an inquiry into the cause and 
circumstances of the death of Donald Miller. We were 
quite concerned when we noted that the boy died of 
Tuberculous Meningitis. 


This boy was a resident of the hostel 
section of the Whitehorse Day School, and we have been 
paying for his maintenance, We presumed chat all children 
were being medically examined before they entered the 
school, and a serious condition might develop if there 
are any other pupils in this hostel suffering from 
Tuberculosis. 


It is noted that many of the application 
forms have been signed by a registered nurse and not by 
a doctor. Are you certain that every possible precaution 
is being teken to insure that only medically fit children 
are being admitted to the hostel? As a result of this 
boy's death has any effort been made to have the other 
children medically examined at once to make certain that 
there are no other children suffering from Tuberculogis? 


We have submitted the whole matter to the 


Incian Health Services and they intend to bring it to 
the attention of Dr. Falconer, but in any cause, we would 


like to have ae reply to this letter.

Following is a Clinical Hidpry of the above-mentioned boy. 


Donald Miller had been a pupil at Whitehorse indian School for the 
pest 4 years. He seemed a normal child except for the fact that on occasions 
he had violent night-mares. He also had enuresis unless roused at 11.30 p.m. 
to void. Medical advice about this was sought from Drs. Ziskrout and Pelletier 
but upon examining the child, they did not prescribe any medication. Reports 
here indicate the child had a negative chest x-ray in February 1949 and August 
1950. He was immunized against Diphtheria and Whooping-Cough in 1949. 


Donald had what seemed to be a slight cold for several days and on 
Monday, Feb. 19th, complained of headache. As 'flu was prevalent in the town 
the boy was put to bed in the sick-ward of the school. He was kept on soft diet 
and fluids were forced. At no time was his temperature, which was taken twice 
daily, over 100 degrees. The headache persisted. On Wednesday, Feb.21st, Donald 
had a poached egg on toast for his supper but complained of nausea and was unable 
to eat it all. However he was apparently asleep when the boy's supervisor made 
rounds at 9 P.M. At 11.30 P.M. efforts were made to rouse him to void. He seemed 
in a coma and Mr. Lee, School Principal, was summoned. He called the Doctor at once. 


I am sorry you received the unreliable information that Dr. Stewart 
did not see this patient before he died. Dr. Stewart was called at 11.45 p.m. and 
responded immediately to the call. He examined the boy at the school then personally 
took him to the Hospital. Here a Spinal Puncture was done and Penicillin adminis- 
tered. The boy died several hours later and Dr. Stewart, to verify his diagnosis, 
had an autopsy done. The specimen was sent to the Provincial Laboratory at Edmonton 
and a reply has not as yet been received. 


Each child is given a medical examination when he is enrolled at the 
school for the first time. Unless specially indicated, he is not given a medi 
examination at the start of the succeeding term, especially if he has had a negati 
x-ray that year. However, each child has a medical examination some time during 
the school term. 


The school has a good infirmary for both boys and girls and one super- 
visor is specially appointed to care for any patients. It is her custom to notify 
me when any child has the slightest ailment and Dr. Stewart is always called if 
there is the slightest indication of anything serious. In this instance I was at 
Mayo and was not available. 


There was absolutely no evidence of neglect on the part of anyone. 
Special commendation is due Mr. Lee's Staff for the very excellent care given to 
the children at the school.

I am in receipt of your letter of lst instant, file 929-23 (£1) 
re death of Donald Miller, a pupil of the Whitehorse Indian Day 
School, All pupils are examined by Dr. W.C. Stewart or Miss A. 
Wilson, ReNe, Indian Health Services, shortly after they arrive 
at the school for admittance. 


Regarding the medical examination of children by Nurse Wilson, my 
Quarterly Report October = December 1950, page 6 stated that Dre 
Stewart was the only civilian doctor in Whitehorse and he was not 
always available to examine school pupils. He is aware of Nurse 
Wilsons outstanding qualifications and her examinations have his 
consent. In addition, throughout the year Miss Wilson has clinics 
two or three times a week at the Whitehorse Indian Day School, and 
a complete record is kept of the medical history of each child. 


A copy of a letter to Miss Wilson and Dr. Stewart from Dre Wel. 
Falconer, Charles Camsell Hospital, Edmonton, has been received 
asking for a Clinical History and other information on Donald 
Miller. I am attaching copy of Miss Wilsons report to Dr. Falconere 


An effort was made inmediately on the death of Donald iiiller to have 
every child at the school X-rayed; as the Whitehorse General Hospital 
could not handle mass X-rays permission was given by Dr. E.l. Stone, 
CelieGey Regional Supt., I.H.S., to have the children X-rayed at the 
Army Hospital, and I understand this is being done today under the 
direction of Dr. Stewart and one of the R.C.AcMeC. doctors. 


Donald Miller has been a pupil of the Whitehorse Indian Day School 
since it opened over four years ago. He has been X-rayed each year 
and examined e number of o@casions by different I.H.S. nurses; when 
he was taken to the hospital Dr. Stewart stayed with him from before 
midnight to 2 Asli. administering professional treatment. Donald died 
at 3 Alle I am satisfied that every effort is made to admit only 
medically fit pupils to the school, end that everything possible was 
done to care for Donald Miller.

Be In addition to those of which particulars 
are given, 2 number of the Teslin Lake Indians at present 
feside at Atidn, but it is thought that many of these would 
return if a school were established at the hake; It seoms 
manifest that such result would be in the best interests 
of the Indians and their children.

Any 
such translation would be useful for some thousands of In- 
jians along the Coast of Alaska speaking the same language.

The 
school was in operation for several months last 
summer, the Department allowing a grant for teaching 
services at the rate of $3.00 per teaching day. His 
Lordship is being informed that the Department will 
continue the grant for teacher's salary during the 
esunmer of 1936, and he is being requested to nominate 
the services of a teacher. 


The quantity of school supplies considered 
necessary will be forwarded to the address given by 
you, in time to reach Vancouver by April first, next.

Next morning we got away early and had to run 
down to Simpson Lake to get over the difftoult Liard Divide, 
but eventually made it and arrived at Teslin Post, on that 
Lake. It was found that some of the Jennings River band had 
arrived and the Chief was expected the next day. The R.C.M.P. 
Detachment was visited, and also the stores. All matters were 
taken up and dealt with. Fur here was just up to that of 
last years catoh, and as usual the B.C.Jennings River Indians 
were better fixed than those of the Yukon. It was then learnt 
that the R.C.Mission had staked an area at the back of 
Taylor & Drury'’s Post and were building a Church thereon~ 
entirely new venture, and a real penetration into an area 
oonsidered that of the English Church who, of course, are 


conducting the Day School on the Indian Reserve, and have

Our estimates for the fiscal year 1939-40 
were prepared in the fall of 1938. No provision 
was made in them for the expenses that would be 
necessary if schools were mnducted at both these 
places during the summer of 1939. Under these 
circumstances favourable consideration cannot be 
given to your request at the present time. 


However, I am writing to the Agents concerned 
requesting them to let me have a report regarding 
the possibility of conducting seasonal schools at 
the two places mentioned in your letter and when 
their replies are received the mtter will have 
further consideration and, in the event of the 
Department deciding to authorize the schools, pro- 
vision for the teachers' salaries and other expenses 
will be made in our appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1940-41. 


With reference to your request in connection 
with the Teslin Lake seasonal school I am also 
writing to the Indian Agent and requesting him to 
report.

During the fore part of this month the R.C. 
Mission's general affairs came up for re orting upon 
and same with their school requirements for next summer were 
duly submitted. Since then letters have been received from 
His Lordship Bishop Coudert, 0.M.I. to say that he is 
flying around to all the Mission points in the month of 
March, and expects to meet your agent in Atlin about the 
end of March. It is quite possible that we shall return 
to Telegraph Creek on the same plane when all matters will 
be most closely taken up with him, They are pushing out 
their liission to such an extent, that it is seen many 
reguests will be coming along for further aid with their 
schools and their various teachers, and it is considered 
that some idea should be given to the Department as to 
what they intend to do - ere it is done. As instance in 
point is that of l'eslin Lake in the Yukon at which point 
the better set of Indians come in from the B.C. side of 
the Provincial Line. Here Bishop Geddis of the English 
Church has maintained a v ry fine Day school, to which all 
the indian children attended, and to which the Department 
has allowed much help. To-day the H.C. Missions have taken 
up some vacant ground around the Trading Post of ‘lessrs 
Taylor & Drury, und last sumner moved Father Drein up from 
Liard Post and started to build their own Mission. Now the 
Indians of Teslin Lake have quite a Kevenue to spend, and 
being Indiuns are ever ready to shift their attention to 
something new, especiaily if they are made a lot of in so 
doing. Therefore some little "rumpus" might be expected at 
that point in the new future, but of course nothing much 
can be done about the matter. Most of these indians did at 
one time belong to the Russian Faith, and that with the 
stated fact, that the Enelish Church has had in its keeping, 
for some years now, quite a sum of money ~elonging to the 
Indians that was collected for a new school, or Church, 
and that same has never been built. The matter is just 
mentioned for future reference, as soing by experience 
gained on the Yukon River, many years ago; such affairs 
blow up sometimes into serious matters causing much 
trouble and expense. However after an interview with Bishop 
Coudert, more information will be gained, which will be 
submitted in due course.

I am in receipt of a letter from His Excellency 
Bishop J.L. Coudert of Smithers, B.C. in which he states 
that there is a rather abnormal condition of af.eirs at the 
Teslin Lake Day School. It would appear at the teacher 
at this school is a Protestant minister. Half the children 
in attendance are Catholics and the balance are mostly 
Russian Schismatics. On Sundays the teacher insists that 
all children attend service and he uses moral force with 
those who are reluctant to do so. 


You will admit that this is a situation which 
should not exist and you will want to put an end to it ime 
meadiately. Ossibly the best method to re-establish peace 
in that community would be to built a Catholic school for 
the Cetholic children.

RELIGION. The indians of the Teslin District are at present greatly 
confused by the two Religious Yenominations at Teslin, The 
Church of England has had a summer Mission at Teslin Lake 
for many years. In the summer of 1938 the Roman Catholics 
established at Teslin. This has greatly confused the indians 
and they are not very sure whether or not they are C of E or 
R.C's,. When asking the indians on Census Taking as to their 
Church, such answers as this were received= That they went to 
both Churches. That they went to the Church that gave them 
the most work. The older people aho had originated in Juneau 
Alaska, stated that they were of the Russian Catholics. 


Future Sehsus taken of this Band will show that “eligious 
Denomination as declared at present, will be much~altered.

Father Poulett stated 
he was returning to Liard Post, but Father Drean stated he was re= 
maining at Teslin Lakee At this time the R.C.l.P. Constable was 
instructed to "keep out" of any entanglements that might come about, 
and be most careful as to “taking sides" as to which Church indians 
claimed they belonged to« 


This Summer=(1959) the long delayed Vaccination of the Teslin 
Lake Indians was undertaken, which same has been reported upon to 
the Indian Commissioner in Vancouver B.C. Whilst the vaccination 
was in progress all other matters, were looked into, and school 
Affairs came in for their attentions 


It was found that a Mr Frank. M. Gilbert was in charge of the 
Day School, Upon lcoking over his equipment it was found woefully 
short of everything needed, even down to plain writing paper. Black=- 
board were missing, in fact it is a wonder how the fellow carried one 
He stated that the R.C. Missions were actively engaged in trying to 
start a school of their om, and talk was going around the camp,which 
4t was hard to control, or even discount. The Indians had been told 
thet their Fathers in times gone bye had been of The Russien Faith, 
and as the R.C. Missions were the same at that, they should return to 
their own Churche 


Submitted herev are some views;- three small ones showing 
Bishop Geddes with some of his indians, and som rf i are now 
claimed back by the Mission.

Father Drean 0.M.I. was d up and having had some words 
with him over Liard Post Matters, in which he was rather too high- 
handed (The Agness Shorty Case-flown back to LeJack without authority) 
some time ago, we quite understood each other, and he made no pretenc 
over the matter, and it was understood he was there "to build up the 
Shurch Mission", He suggested an Industrial School, and was at once 
informed that, it was a matter entirely in the hends of the Depar ment 
and that Teslin Lake was 4 very remote place at present for such an 
undertaking. He then suggested the Stikine River, between Telegraph 
Creek and the Coast, and was given the sane reply, but that such @ 
suituation would be a far better location e@etCe

e leaving Teslin Lake an informal meeting was held with the B.C. 
Indians proper. They were told once more to go slow in this matter. 
That in such affairs the Indian Department has found that such fights 
only brings along much trouble for the Indians with their families. 
That to-day in their camp, several families were half for one Church 
and half for another, and thet always a man and wife should be both 
the same. They agreed that it was a bad thing, and that they would go 
slow and talk the matter over good ere they finally decided to which 
@hurch they would attend. The Constable was once more requested to 
keep out of this Affair as much as possible and that it would be far 
better for His In@ian Agent from Dawson, or the Stikine Indian Agent, 
to finally hear and settle such a question. 


And so the matter stood upon leaving Teslin Lake on the 16.th of 
July 1939, as really nothing more could be done. However on the 22 nd 
Bishop Geddes arrived in Atlin on his way to Teslin and a couple of 
hours was spent in his company. He stated that he had just visited 
Ottawa, and that some school supplies were promised him, but he would 
much appreciate the favour if the Department would grant hin the List 
made up by the Teacher, This has been submitted under seperate cover. 

He then admitted that a Church-SchoolHouse should have been construc- 
ted ere this, but that he was going over there to start same up. He 
was told that the Indians cenerally were at his back, but they wanted 
a new building, and it was their due.. Je considered that a List of 
Members should be obtained by him whilst over there, to somewhat settle 
this affair, and he promised to do this, le was told that Chief Billy 
Johnson with others had been informed that if they "Threw away the pres 
ent school, after all they had received from that point for their child 
ren, perhaps they would never be allowed to come back again". Some 
paper school supplies that it had been possible to obtain by a passing 
Plane from Telegraph Creek, was given to the Bishop to take over to 
his school, but their equipment is very low indeed. 


It is regretted that it is nearly impossible to state how many 
Catholic children; and how many non-Catholic children, are attending 
this school, for as stated all the children of the community have been 
in attendance, and as also stated the families are split on the matter, 
Perhaps it would be as well to allow the matter to brew its-self out 
for a time, and then have a meeting to finally decide who is whoe 


This Report has been submitted in all dé o that a ceneral 
idea can be arrived at, it is hoped, and which ht prevent some 
further correspondance on the matter, as tim id distance to this 
point is some consideration.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated July 31, 
in regard to the affairs of the above Day-school; which was 
received upon my return to this point, after visiting Teslin. 
Lake. 


So that there shall be no misunderstanding as to why the Stik- 
ine Indian Agent pays a visit to this point in the Yukon, it is 
mentioned that the Yukon - B.C. "Line" crosses Teslin Lake, west 
to 4ast, at about 10 mile south of Teslin Lake R.C.M.P. Poste 
Therefore over 60 persons come up the Lake from the B.C. side 
of the "line, to trade and reside at the laid out Reserve at this 
point. Moreover this erowd of B.C. Indians are the best that live 
around Teslin Post -so much so that the "Chief" Billy Johnson is 
a B.C. Indian, if such a difference can be used between various 
parts of this one lake; and the rgson why he was so elected by all 
the Indians at this Post, was for the reason he was thought most 
capable. 

During the time that Mr Hawksley was Indian Agent for the Yukon 
little attention was given from that point to Teslin Lk, and an 
understanding came about that the Stikine Acent - having to visit 
Atlin - should also give attention to Teslin Lake. This was given 
and even the Day school visited and supplies allowed. Lately, how= 
ever the R.C.M.P. Authorities have givenmore attention to indian 
Affairs here, and the Stikine Acent's visitations have been more 
or less confined to his B.C. Indians and their trapping Affairs. 


Up to this present date, the only school that has been operatifi 
at Teslin Lake , has been the Anglican, or Church of Ingland Day- 
School, to which each summer 4 Teacher is sent up from "below". 
Enclosed is @ photograph of the School Registar showing such facts 
taken on my recent visit, as it was seen some trouble was brewinge 

This is a pure Trapping Area, and all and every Family get out 
of this Post during the winters - and have to do so for a living, 
therefore it was not common sense to keep a Teacher at this point 
over the winter months. During summer there is nothing for the 
youngsters to do but go to school, and this with 4 supply of schoo 
material given to the youngsters to take out into the bush in the 
Fall - amply meets with the requirements of schodl education, Thep 
youngsters must learn to trap, and this they do whilst out in thei 
campSe

This Yukon Trading Post, to which the indians of Tes- 
lin Lake, trade,was not visited last summer owing to 
lack of time to do SO« The Boundary Line between the 
Yukon and British Columbia crosses Last & West about 
15 miles south of this Post, directly across the Lake, 
and so therefore there is a great mingling of all Ind- 
jans during the summer months and at the above school 
all such indian children attend. Here again is seen 
the over-lapping of the Stikine Agency Affairs with 
that of the Yukon, regarding indians and their family 
affairs. It happens that here the better class of 
Indians are from the B.C. side of the line, and no 
Relief is ever requested from these families. 


As this School is of The mglish Church Missions, and 
operating in the Yukon it is really out-side the care 
or attention of this Agency; but never-the-less when 
visiting that point, the school is always inspected and 
such help as can be afforded, offerede 


The last Report on this school from this Agency is 
dated August 16 th 1939, and was of a rather long des- 
cription as to how matters stood at that point in re- 
gard 'to the starting up of the R.C. Mission at this 
Poste Since that time the R.C.M.P. Constable has been 
changed, and recently no reports have been received 
from that Detachment. It is expected that everything 
is going along correctly, otherwise some letters would 
have been received ere NOWe 


During the expected Inspection of this Agency, next 
summer by Mr Inspector Soleman of Vancouver B.C. it 

is hoped to pay this school a visit, and look into the 
welfare of our Indians at that locatione

I am sorry that my letter did not reach you sooner but 
I was unaware of your tempprary residence in Atlin, 


The school supplies for the Teslin Lake Schcol were 
possibly dispatched in 1939 for Mr. Frank Gilbert made out the 
requisition form, I opened the shipment and used them last year, 


While in Teslin I received no cofrespondence nor saw 
any on file suggesting that a signed list should be made out by 
those who wished their children to attend the school. I would have 
most certainly complied with such a request for all the parents 
were eager that their children receive schooling during the short 
summer months, 


Last year Teslin was not the pleasant gathering place of 
friends which it used to be back in 1934, Suspicion and i1l- 
feeling havelbeen engendered among the natives so that families have 
been separated in a subtle way. I ‘ad hoped to have seen you in 
"eslin laet summer for only by actual visitation could you sense the 
change in the communal atmosphere, I do hope that there will be a 
representative of the “hurch of "ngland in Canada at Teslin when you 
end Inspector “oleman make yourvisit in tre spring. 


Enclosed is a list of the school children I taught last 
summer , There were thirty-four pupils on the register with an 
average attendance of 25,4 which is very good considering that the 

hole group wexg@ not in Teelin all the time. tome of the older boys 
also occasionally attended classes but were not put down in the book,

Once again it is found necessary to bring the above matter 
to the notice of the Department for their further con- 
sideration and advice, In this regard it is respectfully 
requested that a letter on this subject; dated August 16 
1939, be used as a reference, In this letter is mentioned 
Father Drean, once at Liard *ost, and his connection with 
the return of an indian girl at that point, from the 
Lejack school - Agness Shorty - who caused all the troubl 
we have since experienced from the Bronson TOM case-rec- 
entlys, It is mentioned as father Drean is over progress~- 
ive, more mixed affairs may be expected from this 
quarter. 


Submitted herewith is a letter received from Rev. Robt 
Cc... Ward. Missionary and Teacher at Teslin Lake for 
the above School, Also is attached a Requisition for 
some small school supplies, which same is thoroughly 
endorsed as necessary by this Office, on behalf of our 
B.C, Indian Children attending that school. 


It will be seen that matters have not improved at all- 
which is exactly as expected, but which it seems can- 
not be avoided. Howevér it is high time now to hold 

an investigation and somewhat settle the affair. Inspec- 
tor Coleman on his visitation to this point could look 
into the matter, and no doubt arraéve at some arrangement 
This would work in together with the proposed seperation 
of the B.C. Indians from those of the Yukon -proper. 


The erux of the matter is,that the R.C, Missions are in- 
tending to establish their Mission at teslin, and are 
practically using conjurement to establish their aims, 

hey have in fact already accomplished much; Father Dreay 
is very clever. 


It is considered that the above school, after all the 
years it has operated, under every freéndly condition 
with all the Indian Families of that location - should 
receive every consideration possible. 


In the consideration of this subject, it might be born 
in mind that to further advance the affairs of the R.C. 
Mission, those Authorities have requested a Boarding 
School on Tagish Lake, and not least a proposed WINTER 
(Bush) school at Johnston Town at the south end of Tes- 
lin Lake, which would take in all the B.C, Indians that 
live there; and who are at present the strongest suppor 
ters of the above Church of England School(summer).

Here there are two privately operated schools, one 
Anglican and the other Roman Catholié..The attendence appears to 
be fairly good at both and good work is béing done,: particularly 
in the Anglican school which has operated for several years now. 
The attendance at both schools is made up from Indians of both this 
Agency and the Yukom Territory. The teachers in both schools are 
clerics, neither of whom is paid by the Department for their 
services which incidentully is a departure from the procedure 
in small seaconal schools operated by the Agency. The quality 
of the tuition does not appear to be inferior to that in schools 
of this Agency either . Teslin Post, where the schools are operated 
is in the Yukon Territory and it is understood that a few supplies 
are obtained through the Indian Agent at Dawson. Y.T. More details 
concerning theseschools will be given in a separate report 
covering the school situation at Teslin Post, to be submitted 
shortly.No regular day school reports are being submitted for 
these sehools as they are private and in the Yukon Territory.

I am disposed to think that same misunderstanding 
has arisen in respect to the operation of seasonal 
schools in the Yukon ‘erritory. There is nothing on 
file here to indicate that the grants usually made to 
these schools have been withdrawn at any time. In 
the estimates of this year I note that provision has 
been made for the operation of the following schools: 
Champagne Landing, Old Crow Village, Rampart House, 
Teslin Lake and jhitehorse, in addition to the two 
more or less regular schools at Moosehide and Selkirk. 
The total amount set apart for the operation of these 
schools is $3,790.

Dear Mr. Meek: 


On my return from Victoria I weceived a letter 
from Mr. Gibben, authorizing the opening of a school at Teslin, 
with the previso that there would be an assured regular attendance 
Qf over seven white pupils, and that a satisfactory building be 
Provided for a school. I assume that the latter is being 
furnished by your Department. 


I may be censured for going ahead with the 
establishment ofthe school, but in any case I have offered 
the appointment as teacher at Teslin to Miss Joah Adams, whon 
you have met, no doubt, in Whitehorse, I have also ordered 
blackboards and all necessary supplies for the school, except 
desks, These supplies are being shipped to the teacher, c/o 
you, on the Princess Norah, leaving Vancouver August 28, 


It seemed to me that something had to be done at 
once, although I was in doubt whether the requisite number of 
white pupils would be on hand. Forgive me if I place that 
responsibility on you. I know there are a number of half-breed 
children who would attend Teslin school if it were opened; besides, 
the Indian children there would give us an = enrolient similar to 
that in other schools on the Highway. 


Two months ago we ordered 75 desks for use in new 
schools or at Whitehorse, Mr. Warwick can inform you whether 
these are available, I am afraid that he cannot supply desks, 
as he had no reserve on hand when I was there in July. If desks 
are not on hand, possibly some could be borrowed from church schools. 


I believe you will approve the action I have taken, 
and I know that you will do what you can to help,

The Rev. R.J. Gordon is now resident at Teslin for the 
summer. He informs me that there would be a maximum 
of only six Indian children likely to attend his school. 
The reason is that some of the children who would have 
attended in previous years are now pupils of the Teslin 
Joint School and have attended regular classes under our 
present Day School teacher, Miss J. Adams, There are 
also a few other children who are applying for admission 
to Carcross Residential School for the coming term. 

The Rev. Gordon does not consider it womth while to 
hold school for such a small class. 


I would therefore recommend that Teslin Church of England 
seasonal school be closed for this summer. 


Rev. Gordon has offered to teach handicrafts in which he 
has had some training. This would be for both children 
and adults of Teslin Indian Reserve. I have requested 
Rev. Gordon to submit a requisition for handcraft material 
and will forward to you on receipt of same.

Dear Father Plourde: 


Re: Effie and Kitty Jule (2) 


I write once more ebout the "Jule" children. Charlie 
does not want to sign an "affidavit" to send his children at the 
"Joint School of Teslin”. On the contrary, he has taken his children 
away from school altogether. He sent them there in the Fall 
because they treathened to cut off the "Family Allowance" if he 
did not do so. They stayed away from school ea few deys in December 
and their "Family Allowance” was cut off. 

Agent, 

Mr. R. Heary wrote to the Indian/ Mr. Week. The latter 
does not seem to want to understand anything....He has just given 
the order to the Taylor and Drury store to give the Jule family 
only $21.00 a month of goods instead of $35, beginning on March 
lst. 


Here is an extract of his letter: 
"the monthly credit to this account (Jule's account) you will 
recall was $35.00....The Regional Director of Family Allowances, 
Ottawa has suspended this eccount January 1950 to collect an 
overpayment to this account due to the unsatisfactory attendance 
of Effie and Kitty Jule - Allowance will revert to $21.00 per 
month March 1950 for the remainder of the Jule Children." 


This letter was addressed to the Manager of the Taylor 
and Drury store and was dated February 15. 


I trust this letter will open the eyes of the Indian 
Department on the unwillingness of our Indian Agent. 


It appears that Mr. Week, the Indian Agent, wrote to 
another person in order to obtain an opposite decision to that 
given by Mr. Heary. I do not know if there was ea reply. This 
is, dear Father, the situation. Please do what you can @ as 
soon as possible.

For your information, Mr. Hulland, Superintendent of 
Schools, for the Yukon Territory, in his annual report 
to the Commissioner of the Territory, includes the 
following: 


"Miss Adams has done very good work in organizing 
the school for Indian and white pupils at Teslin. 
The school building is inadequate, lighting is 
poor, and sanitation unsatisfactory. If the school 
is to be continued a new school should be erected 
and an apartment for the teacher provided. At 
present the teacher is living in the Public Health 
Nurse's residence. 


"The school at Teslin ia unique, in that it is the 
only school in Yukon Territory where both white and 
Indian children are in attendance. I am convinced 
that the Department of Indian Affairs will realize 
the necessity of improving facilities for pupils and 
the teacher." 


The present school building should have certain alterations 
and I have requested an estimate of the cost. I will 
include in the 1950-51 Estimates a one-room school with 
teacherage, or standard design, which I understand are 
available at Headquarters.

Your letter of 6th instant, file 930-5 (E), concerning 

the Teslin Joint School. The building of a Joint Day 
School, with teacherage, is recommended. Your suggestion 
of using native logs is feasible, in fact, I would prefer 
it to using Outside materials. It would have the added 
advantage, as you point out, of being cheaper to construct, 
and would be a source of employment to local Indians. 


I would recommend the use of oil heat in the school to 

avoid extremes in temperature during winter time. There 
are one or two local carpenters well skilled in the building 
of log houses and structures. 


The 0.C. R.C.A.F. informs me there are four matried quarters 
at Teslin, and a total personnel of about nine. Department 
of Transport employ five men permanently. There are also a 
number of civilian personnel on the airbase. Miss Adams, 
teacher, suggests a schoolroom designed for 30 pupils. While 
this figure may not be reached for a few years, it is quite 
within the limit of possibility. A teacherage is necessary, 
present arrangements are temporary, as Miss Adams has been 
living in the Nursing Station, Indian Health Services. 


I have conferred with Crown Lands Agent W.M. Emery, who 

suggest that two lots be requested for the use of a school. 

I shall take up this matter further and in due course application 
for land will be made through the usual channels.

Witn reference to Rampart House,the difficulties are 
somewnat similar. The Church of Fngland has now a native 
clergyman, the Rev Amos Njootli in charge of the Mission. He 
does all he can in teaching the Indians to read and write in 
their own tongue, and with considerable success. He travels 
with tue Indians to their hunting grounds, and holds school 
regularly. He does not, nowever. teach the English language, 
and I know &Nmx it would be a great adv intage if we could have 
a regular teacher in Englisn for tne Indian children. Here 
again financial difficulties have bern in the Way. The In- 
4ians at Rampart House spend most of their time in hunting and 
trapping and are scattered all over the country. For a short 
time some of them gatner together at one place, and during 
this period school could be neld, but when the parents go off 
to nunt again, their children must accompany them, unless some- 
one is prepared to keep then, and this would require a boarding 
school of some kind. The government grant for Day Schools is 
now given according to the number of days school is neld. I 
am afraid under the circumstances at Rampart House, the grant 
would go only a very small way to wards the expense of keeping 
a teacher. 4ecause of the remoteness of the ylace it would 
pe impossible for a man to come and go very frequently, and he 
would have to settle down for the year. The cost of salary 
and travelling expense would be considerable, and thus again 


financial difficulties are hard to overcome. However, I hoy 


we may be able to do something in th se of time to pro- 


wide 
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vide a regular school at Rampart House, and I shall be lad 


discuss tne question with you again at any time.

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Near tne headwaters of the Pelly River are two trading posts 
one belonging to Taylor Drury &Co and the other to Mr J. Cote. 
Around these posts are gathered some 200 Indians, all emigrants 
from the Mackenzie River and pricipally from Fort Norman. 

Tney belong to the Slavi tribe and speak a distinct language 

to tne Indians of the Yukon. Having spent six years among the 
Slavis I am acquainted with their language. 

The traders report them as being a fairly industrious 
people and comparatively healthy. During tne past year one of 
the traders paid them over $3.000.00 for tne furs they brought 
to him and no doubt the other firm paid thom quite as much if 
not more, they are a larger firm and carry a bigger stock. 

Game is plentiful in the district, tnere igs no market 
for their meat very few white people are in this vicinity. 
Both white fish and salmon are caught in the lakes and rivers 
but the salmon are not plentiful. 

There is no day school but one of the members of the 
band, a man trained by myself years ago, holds school in the 
native tongue, most of the younger members of the band can 
read and write in their own tongue. He also conducts religious 
services. He is not permamtky permanently stationed at Ross 
River but travels about with the band and conducts school when 
not on hunting expeditions. 

They are not settled in log cabins but live in tents and 
tepees. 

A supply of simple medicines was given to Mr Cote for the 
benefit of the Indians. In cases of sickness and destitution 
relief is given in the way of provisions by Cote from the fund 
provided by the Department to meet such cases. 


No attempt at farming has been made by any of the band as 


they are constantly on the move. 


Have made arrangements with the trader to send in reports 
of births and deaths. He will have no difficulty in getting ae

In conversation with you the other day you stated 
that the Educational Secretary of the Indi epartment had intimated 
that the holding of Lay Schools at Ross ive and Carmacks was of 
a spasmodic character and it was doubtful if the results obtained 
warranted the expenditure, and you suggest that I should give an 


expression of opinion on this matter. 


I wish to the explain to the epartment the Toca’ 
conditions with reference to these and other Indian Tay Schools in 
Yukon. The Indians make a living wholly by hunting, trapping © 
fishing- while a few are employed in cutting wood along the river or 
as helpers on steamboats in Summer. In some cases they have to 
travel from place to place in order to make a living. Besides it is 
general ly considered unwise to encourage the Indians to stay around 
the trading posta or missions for any length of time unless they 
have some useful occupation in the neighborhood. As a@ rule the Indians 
come in to the various centres at certain times of the year chiefly 

ring and early summer. At such periods the children are 

for school and we have tried to take advantage of the 
sce of the children to hold day schools. Zor the greater part of 
year there are no children, or at least very few at these centres. 
Indians are scattered generally, and as a rule only a family or 
two are found in one place. 


cermacks atsdTittle Sa]mon and he was able to hold school ‘or a few 


wees at a time. lie found it was impossible to hold school during 

certain r iods of the year because there were no children to attend. 
r. Jilkinson was stationed for a time at Tittle Salmon Jast 

Summer and had a very rood attendance of twnét; to twenty five chi’dren 

for a week and they were making good progress when suddenyl] the Indiens 

all moved away into the hills. They were right out of food and had 

to go out to hunt or they would starve. In a short time the whole camp 

was deserted. 


A few years ago we had a permanent magencnery at 


or the last few years College students have been 
employed as teachers and they have endeavored to take full advantage 
of that period in the Spring when most of the Indians gather at the 
various centres. It is hoped that a permanent man may be secured

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before long who will visit several centres, but even then it will be 
difficult to hola school much more regularly than under the 
present arftangements,. 


The grant from the Indian lepartment is given 
only for the actual number of days during which school is held. Now 
Some one must be responsible for the Salaries of the men during the 
long periods when it is impossible to hold school and therefore 
impossible for him to earn any grant from the Indian Department. If 
an annual grant were given towards the teachers Salary, the Indian 
Tevartment would in this way assume & proportion of the risk . The 
number of the Indians in so le of the Jocalities is rather Smal] and 
it seems too much to expect that a man should Spend al] his time for 
one small band. 

1 do not know in what way the work could be better 
jone taking everything into consideration. liven if the children 
got only a months teaching at a time, it is better than nothing, and 
we simply have to do the best we can for these Indians,

following up my letter to you of Jan. 31st last 
inasmuch as the question has been raised by your ) emartment as to 
whether they were justified in making grants to certain bay Schools 
in Yukon which are open onJy for a short time each year. 


I wish to draw your attention again to some of the 
aifficulties with which we have to contend in carrying on these schools. 
Take for example Teslin School- for the last two Summer Mr. Wilkinson 
a Unive ty graduate has gone to Teslin chiefly for the purpose of 
teaching, Indian Day School. On both occasions he went as early as 
possible and remained till the Indians were moving away to their 
hunting grounds. In 1923 he was able to hold school thyity eight days 
and in 1924 school was held for thirty days. luring that period 

school was held both afternoons and evenings. The children atténded 
pretty regularly and were anxious to learn and consequently made good 
progress. Mr. Wilkinson did not spare himself and devoted his whole 

time to the Indians. After school hours, he ergaged in healthy out-door 
games with the Indian children such as would develop the Indian boys and 
girls both physically and socially. In his report for 1924 he states 
that he noticed the children retained a good deal of the teaching 

given them in 1923. 


The short Summer period is the only time that 
the Indians are assembled together, and unless we take advantage of 
this season to hold school it is difficult to do much otherwise in 
the way of education. This whole tribe is above the average in 
intelligence, and the children are brighter and keener than most 
Indian children in Yukon. Moreover some of the children continue their 
studies to some extent out in the woods. I know also that the schooling 
given to the children encourage some of them even after they grow 
older to continue on in their studics. The result is shown by the 
fact that generally as a result of the start they receive at schools 
quite a number of Indians in different parts of the Territory are able 
to write letters and read a little, and also work out arithmétical 
problems such as are necessary in truding etc. 


These small schools seem to be well worth while, 
and I think the expenditure is warranted even though the cost may seem 
fairly high.

In Mr. Wilkinson's case I know a part of his time 
was spent in missionary work and a portion of his expenses should be 
charged to other than school work. The travelling expenses alone 
were considerable. for example it cost $95.00 to get from Whitehorse 
to Teslin and return besides the other travelling expenses. After 
a careful calculation I have charged $350.00 as the proportion of 
coat to be asetgné¢é to Mr. Wilkinson's school work at Teslin. Your 
Department has made a grant of $90.00- the per diem grant being even 
smaller than usual. I think the Indian Department might easily increase 
this and other grants to Indian Lay Schools. 


If you Lepartment had to carry on these schools, 
you would have a good deal of worry and trouble in engaging workers 
besides the much heavier cost entailed. At present I take all the 
risk regarding the number of days in which schoo] can be held, but 
the expense is practically the same whether we are able to hold 
school for a shorter or longer period, while the lepartment gives 
remuneration only for the actuca] number of days during which school 
is held irrespective of what it really costs. 


Probably the plan of making a per diem grant is 
as good as any but a larger grant would be more equitable con#@@ering 
the cost of operating su schools, and I wish to ask the Department 
to increase the grants of,different schools which can be kept open 
only for a short period each year.

Referring to the Indians of Old Crow River they have, in 
tne past been in the habit of hunting and trapping in the dis- 
trict and going to Rampart House to trade their furs. A trad- 
ing store has now been established at Old Crow therefore the 
Indians are quite likely to remain there. They may occasionally 
go to Rampart House to visit the other members of the band but 
probably will not go often. It is gratifying to know that the 
trader has married a lady missionary and trained nurse who has 
been working among the Indians of Fort Yukon Alaska. She writes 
me that she will do what she can in attending to the Indians 
medically, the place is so remote that it is difficult to give 
these Indians adequate medical attendance. 

Regarding the purchase of slates your instructions will be 


earried out and they will be forwarded with the school material 


peing sent here by the Department.

However I think tnat the amount of 
teeching done on the Poreupine River by these two teachers 
is fairly satisfactory and justifies the grant given by 
the Department. *

An application has come to hand from the Bishop 
of Yakon requesting that Maggzie Daniel,an ex-pupil of the 
Jayeress Indian scnool,be accepted as teacher of the Old Crow 
River Indian day school,tne Rev G.u.Moody naving resigned and 
there is no white missionary available to take nis place, 


In a letter dated lov 13th,received from Chief Joe of the 
Old ‘trow band the following paragraph occurs:- 
"Te Rev G.H.Moody has written Neil McDonald (trader )to ask 
jlavele Daniel to teach scnool.She did not iike to do it at 
first out I had a talk with her aid now sne is going to teach 
school nere.I nave talked witn all the Indians avout getting 
firewood for the school house and they nave promised to haul 
and cut it for her." 


No further letters have come from Old Crow therefore I am 
not in a position to say whether the school has been regularly 
in operation. 


Magzie did very well at the Carcross school tnougn she did 
not reach high school standard,hnowever,as tne school is in the 
elementary staze she may de considered competent to teach. 


If tne Bishop's request is azranted by tie Department I would 
venture to suggest that a lower rate ve paid for her services 
than is usual for a white teacher until sne has proved her 
ability as a teacher and whether sie has kept tne scnool open 
for the required number of nours daily.

There are about 200 Indians in this district, 
most of whom were in the village at the time of my visit. The 
Old Crow flats are famous for the lerge number of muskrats trapped 
there, but the last two years the catch has been very poor, how- 
ever Ie is hoped that the next season will be a better one. There 
is very little other fur found in the district so that it makes 
it very hard on the Indians when the muskrat trapping is poor. 
Caribou has been very searce in thie district during the past year 
and the Indians have had to go far afield for meat. This is the 
heaviest village in the Yukon in regard to relief, there being 
16 people draw rations monthly. There is no day school in Old 
Crow although there are about 75 children in the district. 40 of 
whom are of school age. The health of the Old Crow Indians is 
poor, and there is no medical attention nearer than Fort Yukon, 
Alaska, except the aid which is rendered by the R.C.M. Police 
detachment at Old Crow. The children all look sickly, in fact 
the children here are the poorest class I have seen, all appear 
to be infected from Tuberculosis, and no steps are being taken 
te improve their health. I would suggest for the consideration 
of the Department that a trained nurse who could teach school 
should be sent in to Old Crow during the swimmer, so that something 
could be done for the children. If this could be done she could 
perhaps instill some idea of cleanliness into the heads of the 
women, who in turn would then be able to look after their 
children in a better manner. As already stated the children of 
this place are the poorest I have seen and something should be 
done to try and improve their general condition of health. The 
village was found in fair condition, and the Chief and 
councillors were seen and no complaints received. 
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August 20th, 1935. 


Memorandum: 


In the Mounted Police report on the 

Yukon you will see a recommendation that the Department 
establish a sumer school at Old Crow to be carried on 

by a mrse teacher. It seems to me that if anything of 
this kind ie contemplated the worker should be in the 
district the whole year. ‘he Church of England used to 
have a missionary in this areas I do not know whether they 
now have or how strong their interest is. The maintenance 
of a worker in this area would be fairly expensive, and if 
you think well of this suggestion I wonder if we could get 
together on some such basie as the salary of the worker 
being found from the Medical Appropriation ond her mainten- 
ance from the Vote for Education. This is a suggestion on 


which your comment might be useful in submitting the matter 
to the Deputy Superintendent General.

Memorandum: 


When Inspector Binning, R.C.M.P., Acting Super- 
intendent of our Department in the Yukon, visited Old Crow 
last sumer, he made a rather disturbing report of health 
conditions there. Knowing that the Church of England had 
Some missionary activities in the district, we consulted 
the Bishop of the Yukon as to what suggestion he might have. 
He has replied that his Church has a native miss ionary and 
that he hopes the Department may station a health worker 
and school teacher at this very remote point. 


From this place the only outlet is Fort Yukon in 
Alaska and we have had a good many patients in the hospital 
at that place, some at least of whom have appeared to us as 
suitable for home treatment if there was anybody at 01d Crow 
to look after them. There does not appear to be any school 
there and there should be about forty children of school age. 
fir. Sutherland and I have agreed to recommend the stationing 
of a nurse, who has also been a school teacher, at Old Crow. 
ve do not want to fix the position as permanent and our 
suggestion is to ask the Bishop of the Yukon to nominate a 
suitable person for this post, to put not only the person 
but the work on probation for one year and judge thereafter 
whether it is profitable to continue. In such a remote place 
the minimum salary of a nurse should be $1200. per annum and 
she should have her maintenance in addition. I would make 
it a condition with the Bishop that the nurse should receive 
the whole of the salary without any such deductions as are 
sometines made. The cost would be $1800. per annum, of 
which Mr. Sutherland agrees to contribute $600. from the 
schools fund. As this will have to be provided for in the 
Estimates we should appreciate your direction. 


The cost will be somewhat offset by a lesser 
nuuber of patients going to hospital at Fort Yukon, which 
is not in Canadian territory.

I note you have arranged to have Philip Joseph, on 
ex-pupil of the Carcross Indian Residential School, conduct 
classes at Old Crow during the present winter months and that 
he will carry on the work under the direct supervision of the 
wife of the Corporal of the Mounted Police stationed at that 
point, who is a fully qualified teacher. Regarding your 
request that a grant be provided towsrds his eslary during 
the period he teaches this school, I would say that the Depart- 
ent will allow the swa of $2.50 per teaching day. This will 
be paid upon receipt of a return, showin: the attendance and 
the actual number of days taught by him up to the end of 
erch, next. As our funds during the present fiscal year are 
limited, this is the full grant we can provide in paynent for 
Philip Joseph's services. I would request that you have him 
prepare the return, etating definitely the number of days he 
taught, and forward save to the Department.

I have Your Lordship's letter of the 3lst ultimo, 
nominating the services of Miss Mildred McCabe for the 
position as nurse - school teacher at Old Crow, Yukon 
Territory. I have noted the qualifications which iss 
weCabe possesses. The Department is aware, through the 
officers of the North West Territories Prench of the 
Department of the Interior, of the satisfactory service 
she performed in their employ, and her appointment is 
approved, as from April firet, next. It is understood 
she will be ready to begin duties on or about that date. 


The salary allowed for "iss eCabe's services 
ae mrse will be at the rate of $1200 per annum, and 
cheques in payment will be sent Your Lordship.

I regret 
that there has been some misunderstandi regardin 
the amount of salary to be allowed Mr. Ellis. It is 
true that we agreed, in official letter of October 24, 
1941, to allow him $60.00 a teaching month, plus 
cost-of-living bonus. We received from him a return 
for the period the school was open during the December 
quarter, 1941, but for some reason no salary was paid. 
on this return Mr. Ellis only showed the names of 12 
children and he stated that he had found it impossible 
to commence school until October 20, 1941. 


Recently he forwarded a return for the quarter 
ended September 30, 1942. This return showed that 
during that quarter the school had only been open for 
39 days. No returns have yet been received from Mr.

Dear Sir:- 


we, the undersigned Indian residents of the Old Crow 
district wish to bring to your attention the following points. 
This is for your consideration in connection with the establishment 
of an Indian Residential School at Old Crow. This matter having 
been the subject of some previous discussion between yourself and 
Joseph NETRO, Old Crow trader, who is one of us. 


lst. We are all in favour of a Residential School at old crow 
und would like to see one established here. 


2nd. We do not like sending our children to the Residential 
Sehool at Carcross Y.T. for the following reasons. 

(a) We are unable to ever see our children when they 
are at Carcross School because of the distance involved, and in 
the past Old Crow children have remained at that school from ad- 
mission until discharge, in some cases being 18 years of age by 
that time. During this spread of years they lose touch with 
their relatives and parents. 

(b) At that school children lose touch with our way of 
life, which is the wey they must make their living. When they 
return they are considered "no good" for they have to re-learn 
our language, learn how to trap and hunt and make their way 
in the woods, and learn our whole way of life. All of these 
things they should have learned during childhood years. 

(c) There is a great difference in climatic conditions 
here and at Carcross. We have found that our children upon 
returning here must become re-acclimatized. 

(4) It has been noticed in the past that our children so 
lose touch with us during 4 long absence at that school, that 
they look down upon their parents and our (and their) natural 
way of life. 

These are some of the reasons why we have not been sending 
our children to school far from home for the past ten or more 
years. 

Srd. were a school established at 01d Crow, the above 
disadvantages would be eliminated. And we would be able to 
see our children occasionally in accordance with school rules, 
and have their company during holiday periods. we have heard 
from friends at Aklavik N.W.T. how well it works out when 
the Residential School is in the 4istrict that is native to 
the child. It appears they ure not losing touch with their 
natural way of life, and their natural climate. And it seems 
that holiday periods are arrunged so that the children are free 
during the season when the bulk of our yearly income is secured, 
such as in the muskrat season, the larger children are free, and 
able to help, as well as becoue proficient in our wuys of trapping. 
ve feel that a school at Old Crow would keep the children in 
touch with us. They would not forget our language, would not 
disdain the livelihood of their parents which is what they must 
follow. They would not have forgotten the way in which to hunt, 
trap and fish and look after themselves in the woods. 

4th. we are in favour of a Residential school instead 
of a day school. A day school requires that the parents of 
school children remain in the village during the whole of the 
school term in order to provide a home for the children nea 
the school. This is impossible for us as we must scatter 
through the district to follow our trapping and hunting. With 
a Residential School we are able to so our ways sna make our 
living, knowing that our children are receiving the care and 
training that they need. A Residential School would get away 
from a situation such as exists at present when there is not 
day school available due to the lack of a teacher.

Re your telegram of 8th instant re John Evans, Anglican 

school teacher, and Old Crow School. I immediately sent 

a radiogram to Const. E.A. Kirk, R.C.lieP., who advised me 

in a radiogram received on Nov. 16th , that an aircraft 

was due within a week and he would send out a lengthy and 
complete report on the situation. Apparently the information 
was too detailed to condense in a radiograme I am awaiting 
his report. 


In making enquiries concerning conditions at Old Crow it 
appears a unanimous opinion that the Indians there are of 
a superior type, industrious, independent and intelligent. 
The records at Carcross Residential School bear this out. 


Apparently Anglican missionaries have been associated with 
Old Crow for many years, and at times have conducted schools 
for the Indians there. Suitable buildings for school 
purposes appear to belong to the church. 


During the latter part of May, 1947, Major C.A.F. Clark had 

a lengthy conversation by radiophone with Corp. Kirk concerning 
a school at Old Crow, and he is in possession of complete 
figures re school-age children. It should be pointed out 
that there are also a few half-breed children living in Old 
Crow. Communication with Old Crow is by radio, buring the 
winter months aircraft fly in there from Aklavik and also from 
Fort Yukon, Alaska.

1. On Nov. 12th a wire was received from Mr. R.J. Meek, Indian 
Agent, Whitehorse, X.T. as follows-

HOW MANY CHILDREN WHITE. AND INDIAN WHAT SCHOOL FaCILITIS

to which I replied as follows, dated today- 
RE SCHOOL MATTER TOO LENGTHY FOR FULL DETAILS BY WIRE AM 
EXPECTING AIRCRAFT WITHIN WEEK WILL AIRMAIL REPORT VIA 
MY OC 
The following therefore is in response to the above, and may same be 
expedited please to the Agent. It is thought well to be quite lengthy 
and touch the many angles, so that the Agent will have full cetails on 
hand, to assist in his decision. 


26 It micht be well to remark in beginning that nine Old Crow 
children are absent at Carcross School, one at Aklavik School, three 
(mixed blood) at Lawson Hostel, and two families containing eight 
children of school age have moved from this district because of the 
absence of any school facilities here. 


36 It would algo be well to point out that it is an impossibility 
for the families to remain in the settlement at some seasons of the year, 
as they must go fear afield in orcer to make their living and the whole 
family moving out with the breadwinner. There are, for instance, only 
about six children of school age in the settlement at the present moment. 
Also during the period from mid-April to about June 20th, in each year, 
there would not be more than one or two children in town, unless illness 
caused any family to remain in any given year, this being the usual 

spring hunting time for muskrat, the districts’ greatest source of income, 
I have drawn up the following list of the school age children at present 
in the district, giving the ages, during 1948, of each, his status 

(Indian or otherwise) and the probable time that each will be available 
for school during 1948. There is also the possibility that some children 
who are spending the present winter far afield may be moved into the 
settlement for next autumn if‘a school is in existence, the parents 
planning accordingly. These are noted as possibilities. The list follows

de As intimated earlier, the above is an estimation of the availability 
for school of the children, who total eighteen, during 1948. There is no 
doubt that the parents are keen to have their children receive schooling. 
There is no doubt in my mind, thet apart from the “Three Re” the discipline 
will be of great value, for there is practically no parental discipline 
maintained in the average home. 


5. As to a school building, there is a small log wuilding originally 
built for a school, belonging to the Anglican Mission. However it is 
small and is cold. Is usable during the spring, sumer and autumn, but 
would be very difficult to heat in the winter. Rev. Jl. Ellis, when he 
was here, would not use this building in winter for the latter reason, he 
used a mission building presently occupied by Rev. and lirs. Kendim as their 
living quarters, for 4 school in winter time, Same is of course now not 
available; however, if a teacher was being sent in during the present 
winter, the building mentioned in the first sentence of this para, would 
have to be plastered and fixed to do in a make shift way for this winter, 
no other being available. 


6. With regard to living quarters for a teacher, the only quarters 
available, is a Mission residence previously occupied by Rev. and Mre. 
Ellis, which is at present vacant. This houge would be suitable for 
either a single teacher, or a married couple, and has the advantage that 
it is completely furnished less blankets, linens, etc. It is supposed 
that the Dept. could acquire this building from the Anglican Mission. 
There is no other suitable place for a teacher to live. He, or she, 
would of course have to “patch”. There are only the two married couples 
(white) in the district, neither of whom would have the room for a 
boarder, available, and in the case of the writer, we would not have 
sufficient supplied on hand to permit a boarder. 


Te It may hardly be within the scope of the advice required from me, 
but it is felt that I should mention that living costs at a place like 
Old Crow are very high, provisions costin, approxinately double the price 
of Dawson. And with a school being started in midwinter, 

depriving the teacher of the abilityto purchase outside before next sumer, 
he will be dependent on the Old Crow stores for provisions. Might I 
suggest therefore thet it is most unlikely that the salary paid a teacher 
would cover the cost of his living here, where living costs are 60 high 
by reason of isolation? It would appear fairer for the Dept. to pay the 
teacher a small salary, and supply him with a given quantity of supplies, 
his quarters, heat and light in addition thereto. Somewhat similar to 
our Police system in remote areas. 


8. With regard to the transportation into this district during the 
winter months, of course air is the only method available, and it has 
oceurred to me that possibly if all other difficulties have been overcome, 
and it is dependent on transportation costs as to whether or not the school 
is opened, that the whole matter might fold up by reason of the high cost 
of a plane from Whitehorse to Old Crow. I would point out that the most 
economical route to Old Crow would be to take any regular method to Fairbanks 
chartering a plane to Old Crow from that point. It is possible in 
Fairbanks to charter a small one-passenger plane (carrying very little 
baggage) to Old Crow for one hundred and twenty five dollars, or larger 
sized aircraft in proportion up to a Norseman carrying nearly « ton Bor 
approximately four hundred and fifty dollars. 
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&>. The natives are all out of town for the present time, and I am 
unable to sound any of them out re the school opening, from the point 
of view of fuel for the school and residence, Fuel is a problem here, 
especially dry wood. However it ie thought that they can be secured 
to eut wood, and probably the N.C. Co. "cat™ could be secured to haul 
same, Same would probably be very expensive by reason of the long haul 
by cat, which would be necessary in the winter. 


lo. With regard to school supplies, there seems to be quite a 
sufficient quantity of such supplies as seribblers, dmawing books, 
readers, simple arithmetics, chalk, geographies, etc. to go on with. 
However, I eee no pencils, crayons, or blackboard erasers. It would 
probably be well to have some of these latter come in with the teacher. 
There are of course, no proper desks, venches having been used for seats. 


ll. Some of the points previously brought out will probably indicate 
that the set up for a school at Old Crow is not too good at present. It 
will be also apparent that mid-winter is the most difficult time in which 
to get a school started. None of the difficulties are insurmountable 
however. As to whether starting the school at this season of added 
expense would be justified, this will depend on departmental policy, and 
the type of teachers secured, Should it be intended to secure permanent 
teachers, and build up a proper day school, and have a permanent day 
school at Old Crow, by all means get sbarted, for the expense would be 
warranted, If however, the department should be faced with the possib- 
ility of securing teachers, who would come here for a few months experience 
in the North, or the glemour of it, thus giving Old Grow only a spasmodic 
school, and under makeshift conditions ana buildings, 1 would opine that 
the expense thereof would not be warranted by the results secured, and 
that the whole thing might better be forgotten. 


lk. With regard to this matter of day scnools in the North, might I 
suggest that consideration be given to the system that the Alaskan native 
service schools have built up, an it should be mentioned that while 
numbers of the Alaskan schools are being closed down, it is understood 
that the Indians are full citizens in Alaska, and thet the Federal Govt. 
wish the Territorial Govt. to assume what is rightly their responsibility, 
therefore the natives school services were the first curtailment in a huge 
budget cut during the past yeare 


13. I have become personally acquainted with several of the Native 
service teachers in Alaska. It seems that this service usually secures 
the services of a mapried couple for a school, Of these married couples, 
sometimes both hold teachers certificates, but generally the wife is a 
certifieated teacher, ‘She is hired as the teacher, and the husband is 
hired as maintenance man; often the latter, who is usually a practical 
type, will teach manual training. A suitable permanent teacherage is 
supplied, furnished with heavy furniture. A suitable school is usually 
adjacent to or if one room, attached to, the residence, as the sise of 
the community warrants. Insofar as I am aware, these schools come under 
the supervision of the Dept. direct, and are not attached to or operated 
by any of the various Missions. This system seeuws to have worked very 
well, and while I am more closely acquainted with circumstances at Fort 
Yukon, our closest Alaskan town, the service seems to have always been 
able to secure teachers, even for such remote spots as Wainright, Alaska, 
on the Arctic Coast, a hundred miles or so from Pt. Barrow. This I 
would say is more isolated than Old Crow which is the most isolated 
Yukon ‘ illagee 


lhe I would make the points that Ol Crow is not a place for 4 

single teacher, With a single male teacher, there ig the ever present 
possibility of entanglement with native girls, It is definitely not a 
place for a single female teacher, either young or middle aged. Unmarried 
teachers will never stay for a long period in such isolation. A suitable 
married couple will overcome these disadvantages. And for instance, I 
have personally known three married couples in the Fort Yukon area of Alaska 
who have spent their lives in the native teaching service. The results 
obtained at Ft. Yukon itself, by the past two teachers in the past ten 
years, have been outstanding. 
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15. Should the Department be interested in the possibilities 
outmlined in the past three paragraphs, I should be glad to outline 
what I would consider a suitable school set up for a day school at 
Old Crow, It is pointed out that should a permanent day school be 
in operation in Old Crow, that most probably the parents would want 
their children to return from Carcross etc, thus relieving the 
overcrovdedness which is understood to exist there. I would 
consider that if all the Old Crow children were at home, that there 
would be an average of thirty, probably more, children of school 
age in the district at all times, 


16. To return to the main topic of this report however, the 
facts ae outlined in the forepart hereof are submitted in the hope 
they may be of assistance to the agent in his decision as to 
whether or not, to start a day school here during January. Should 
it be decided to start a school, it would be appreciated if the 
Agent could notify me to this effect as soon as possible, I can 
then get word to the various families, and can possibly have the 
natives make some preparation at leaet.

Agent, Whitehorse, Y.T. as follows-

POSSIBILITY CONDUCTING SCHOOL FROM JANUARY ON STOP 
HOW MANY CHILDREN WHITE AND INDIAN WHAT SCHOOL FACILITIES 
AND WHAT LIVING QUARTERS FOR TEACHER 
to which I replied as follows, dated today- 
RE SCHOOL MATTER TOO LENGTHY FOR FULL DETAILS BY WIRE AM 
EXPECTING AIRCRAFT WITHIN WEEK WILL AIRMAIL REPORT VIA 
MY OC 
The following therefore is in response to the above, and may same be 
expedited please to the Agent. Tt is thought well to be quite lengthy 
and touch the many angles, so that the Agent will have full details on 
hand, to assist in his decision. 


2. It might be well to remark in beginning that nine Old Crow 
children are absent at Carcross School, one at Aklavik School, three 
(mixed blood) at Dawson Hostel, and two families containing eight 
children of school age have moved from this district because of the 
absence of any school facilities here. 


36 It would also be well to point out that it is an impossibility 

for the families to remain in the settlement at some seasons of the year, 
as they must go far afield in order to make their living and the whole 
family moving out with the breadwinner. There are, for instance, only 
about six children of school age in the settlement at the present moment. 
Also during the period fron mid-April to about June 20th, in each year, 
there would not be more than one or two children in town, unless illness 
caused any family to remain in any given year, this being the usual 

spring hunting time for muskrat, the districts' greatest source of income, 
I have drawn up the following list of the school age children at present 
in the district, giving the ages, during 1948, of each, his status 

(Indian or otherwise) and the probable time that each will be available 
for school during 1948. There is also the possibility that some children 
who are spending the present winter far afield may be moved into the 
settlement for next autumn if a school is in existence, the parents 
planning accordingly.

4e As intimated earlier, the above is an estimation of the availability 
for school of the children, who total eighteen, during 1948. There is no 
doubt that the parents are keen to have their children receive schooling. 
There is no doubt in my mind, that apart from the "Three Rs" the discipline 
will be of great value, for there is practically no parental discipline 
maintained in the average home. 


5 As to a school building, there is a small log building originally 
built for a school, belonging to the Anglican Mission. However it is 
small and is cold. Is usable during the spring, summer and autumn, but 
would be very difficult to heat in the winter, Rev. J.\i, Ellis, when he 
was here, would not use this building in winter for the latter reason, he 
used a mission building presently occupied by Rev. and lirs, Kendim as their 
living quarters, for a school in winter time. Same is of course now not 
available; however, if a teacher was being sent in during the present 
winter, the building mentioned in the first sentence of this para. would 
have to be plastered and fixed to do in a make shift way for this winter, 
no other being available. 


6. With regard to living quarters for a teacher, the only quarters 
available, is a Mission residence previously occupied by Rev. and Mrs, 
Ellis, which is at present vacant. This houge would be suitable for 
either a single teacher, or a married couple, and has the advantage that 
it is completely furnished less blankets, linens, etc. It is supposed 
that the Dept. could acquire this building from the Anglican Mission. 
There is no other suitable place for a teacher to live. He, or she, 
would of course have to “batch*, There are only the two married couples 
(white) in the district, neither of whom would have the room for a 
boarder, available, and in the case of the writer, we would not have 
sufficient supplied on hand to permit a boarder. 


Te It may hardly be within the scope of the advice required from me, 
but it is felt that I should mention that living costs at a place like 
Old Crow are very high, provisions costing approximately double the price 
of Dawson. And with a school being started in midwinter, dmprinpxthe 
depriving the teacher of the abilityto purchase outside before next summer, 
he will be dependent on the Old Crow stores for provisions. Might I 
suggest therefore that it is most unlikely that the salary paid a teacher 
would cover the cost of his living here, where living costs are so high 
by reason of isolation? It would appear fairer for the Dept. to pay the 
teacher a small salary, and supply him with a given quantity of supplies, 
his quarters, heat and light in addition thereto. Somewhat similar to 
our Police system in remote areas. 


8. With regard to the transportation into this district during the 
winter months, of course air is the only method available, and it has 
occurred to me that possibly if all other difficulties have been overcome, 
and it is dependent on transportation costs as to whether or not the school 
is opened, that the whole matter might fold up by reason of the high cost 
of a plane from Whitehorse to Old Crow, I would point out that the most 
economical route to Old Crow would be to take any regular method to Fairbanks 
chartering a plane to Old Crow from that point. It is possible in 
Fairbanks to charter a small one-passenger plane (carrying very little 
baggage) to Old Crow for one hundred and twenty five dollars, or larger 
sized aircraft in proportion up to a Norseman carrying nearly a ton 6or 
approximately four hundred and fifty dollars. 
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>. The natives are all out of town for the present time, and I am 
unable to sound any of them out re the school opening, from the point 
of view of fuel for the school and residence, Fuel is a problem here, 
especially dry wood, However it is thought that they can be secured 
to cut wood, and probably the N.C. Co, “cat could be secured to haul 
same, Same would probably be very expensive by reason of the long haul 
by cat, which would be necessary in the winter. 


lo. With regard to school supplies, there seems to be quite a 
sufficient quantity of such supplies as scribblers, duawing books, 
readers, simple arithmetics, chalk, geographies, etc. to go on with. 
However, I see no pencils, crayons, or blackboard erasers. It would 
probably be well to have some of these latter come in with the teacher, 
There are of course, no proper desks, benches having been used for seats. 


1l. Some of the points previously brought out will probably indicate 
that the set up for a school at Old Crow is not too good at present. It 
will be also apparent that mid-winter is the most difficult time in which 
to get a school started, None of the difficulties are insurmountable 
however, Ags to whether starting the school at this season of added 
expense Would be justified, this will depend on departmental policy, and 
the type of teachers secured, Should it be intended to secure permanent 
teachers, and build up a proper day school, and have a permanent day 
school at Old Crow, by all means get sbarted, for the expense would be 
warrented, If however, the department should be faced with the possib- 
4lity of securing teachers, who would come here for a few months experience 
in the North, or the glamour of it, thus giving Old Crow only a spasmodic 
school, and under makeshift conditions and buildings, I would opine that 
the expense thereof would not be warranted by the results secured, and 
that the whole thing might better be forgotten. 


lk. With regard to this matter of day schools in the North, might I 
suggest that consideration be given to the system that the Alaskan native 
service schools have built up, and it should be mentioned that while 
numbers of the Alaskan schools are being closed down, it is understood 
that the Indians are full citizens in Alaska, end that the Federal Govt. 
wish the Territorial Govt, to assume what is rightly their responsibility, 
therefore the natives school services were the first curtailment in a huge 
budget cut during the past year. 


13. I have become personally acquainted with several of the Native 
service teachers in Alaska. It seems that this service usuelly secures 
the services of a matried couple for a school, Of these married couples, 
sometimes both hold teachers certificates, but generally the wife is a 
certifieated teacher, She is hired as the teacher, and the husband is 
hired as maintenance man; often the latter, who is usually a practical 
type, will teach manual training. A suitable permanent teacherage is 
supplied, furnished with heavy furniture. A suitable school is usually 
adjacent to or if one room, attached to, the residence, as the size of 
the community Warrants. Insofar as I am aware, these schools come under 
the supervision of the Dept. direct, and are not attached to or operated 
by any of the various Missions.

In order to do this, she is classified as a teacher, 
and, as our usual system is to pay on the basis of ten 
months of the academic year, she will be allowed salary 
as teacher at the rate of $80.00 a@ month for ten months. 
On receipt of the return for the quarter 
ended September 30, 1937, it was fgund that the school 
had been open for the months of subg, August and September 
and, consequently, $180.00 was sent”to her. A similar 
amount was paid at the end of December, and we are issuing 
another cheque for the March quarter for the same sum, 
This will mean that since July first, 1937, she has been 
paid $540. Therefore, when her June quarter return is 
received, it will only be possible to allow her $60.00, 
which is the balance of the amount provided for her 
services as teacher.

I have your letter of the 21st instant 
enclosing copy of letter received from Rev. A. Drean, 
O.M.I., regarding the Indian seasonal school which 
he intends to conduct at Teslin Lake during the 
summer of 1942. 


The whole question of administering 
seasonal schools in the Stikine Agency and 
surrounding territory is now under review by 
Indian Commissioner MacKay, Vancouver. This was 
requested by a recent report received from Mr. 
Coleman, Inspector of Indian Agencies for British 
Columbia, who visited the seasonal schools in the 


Stikine Agency during the past summer. Until a 
definite decision is reached regarding the policy 
which we should follow in regard to seasonal 
schools in the north country, the Department is 

not prepared to recognize any new seasonal schools 
to the extent of allowing any salary to the teacher. 
However, we are willing to assist by supplying some 
school supplies and an order is being placed with 
the Government Stationery office. It is not our 
intention to allow all the articles requested by 
Father Drean, nor in the quantities that he 
apparently desires, as it is considered that his 
requests are excessive in some particulars.

(3) A person over sixty-five years of age may, if his income in the taxation year was less than five thousand dollars, deduct from the 
aggregate of the taxes otherwise payable by him in any year under subsections one and three ‘of section nine of this Act, less the deductions 
provided by section eight of this Act, either one-half of such taxes or the aggregate of 

(a) an amount equal to eight per centum of his taxable income during the taxation year or eight hundred dollars whichever is less in 
the case of a person subject to tax under Rule three of section one of Paragraph ‘A of the First Schedule to this Act, or, an amount 
equal to ten per centum of his taxable income during such 1s ‘or one thousand dollars whichever is less in the case of a person subject 
to tax under Rule one of section one of Paragraph A of the First Schedule to this Act, and 

(b) an amount equal to one per centum of his taxable income or one hundred dollars whichever is less for each dapancient in respect of 
yon he may make a deduction from his normal tax under Rule five of section one of paragraph A of the irst Schedule to this 

ct, 
whichever is less. 

(4) The expression “premiums” in this section means in the case of industrial or fraternal insurance the amount of the gross premiums 
for one year, and in all other cases means the gross premiums for one year less dividends paid, policy loans obtained exclusive of interest 
and cash values paid within the taxation year.’ (Section 7A of the Income War Tax Act as enacted by Section 8 of the 1942 Amend- 
ments.) 


13. “EMPLOYER” includes corporations, partnerships, clubs, associations, trusts, estates, and all individual propristorahipe and profes- 


sional persons, all institutions and societies, ‘such as schools, colleges, hospitals, churches, charitable and fraterna’ organizations and their 
subdivisions, and the Government of Canada, Provincial Governments, municipalities, and political subdivisions thereof, School Boards, 
Boards of Trade, and other bodies of persons paying salaries, wages and other remunerations, and agents or trustees who make such pay- 
ments on behalf of any employer as herein defined, and further includes anyone in control of funds of any character out of which, pursuant 
to some obligation, there are paid salary and wages to any person. 


14. “EMPLOYEE” means any person who receives salary or wages from any employer. 


15. “SALARY OR WAGES" includes any remuneration, compensation, hire, emolument, stipend, perquisite or any similar payment or 
any indemnity, pension or director's fee, howsoever paid for any services, functions or duties rendered or performed in Canada;" (Sec. 92, 


sub-sec. 11(a) as enacted by the Amendments of 1942.). Cost of living bonus must be included. 
16. TAX DEDUCTION AT THE SOURCE—Sub-sections of Section 92 of the Act provide 
(A) Deduction as per Table of Tax Deductions: “(2) Every employer who, after the first day of September, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-two, pays any salary or wages to any person in his employ who is resident or employed in Canada with respect to any 
established pay-roll period commencing after the thirty-first gay of August, one thousand nine hundred and forty-two shalt deduct or 
withhold from such salary or wages such amount in respect of the taxes payer? under section nine of this Act by such person, as may 
be prescribed by regulations made by the Governor in Council and pub! ished in the Canada Gasetle, and shall remit the same to the 
Receiver General of Canada as a payment on account of such taxes within one week of the day when he becomes iable to pay such salary 
or wages or at such other time as the Minister may by regulation prescribe.” 


Note:—The Tables of Tax Deductions have been prescribed by the Governor-in-Council, They are published and available to the 
public through the Inspector of Income Tax and employers. 

(B) Filing Form T Dt (4) Every person whose employer is required to deduct or withhold any amount from his salary or wages 
under subsection two of this section shall, prior to the first day of September, nineteen hundred and forty-two or as may be prescribed 
by regulations hereunder, or, if his employment commences after that date, immediately thereafter furnish to his employer such informa- 
tion as the Minister may require on @ form prescribed by the Minister.” 

(C) Effect of Failure to File Form T D 1—‘‘(5) Every employee failing to file with his employer the form prescribed in subsection 
four of this section shall be liable to have the deduction from his salary or wages provided for in subsection two of this section made at 
the rate authorized as hereinbefore provided in respect of an unmarried person without dependents in receipt of a salary within the range 
in which such employee is paid and without regard to the tax credit to which he would otherwise have been entitled in respect of persons 
dependent upon him for support id 


17. FILING OF INCOME TAX RETURN. In addition to filing this form you must file your Income Tax Return Form T1 or T1 Special 
on or before 30th September, 1943, unless your salary or wage is less than three quarters of your income in which case suc h return must 
be filed on or before 30th April, 1943.

Your 1941 Inspection Report instructed that the question 
of another seasonal school under Roman Catholic auspices being 
established at Teslin Lake be investigated and reported On. 

Owing to the disturbed condition of affairs at Teslin Lake since 
the advent of the Alaska Highway and teslin Airport it was con 
sidered advisable to wait until things became more settled 

before attempting to report the situation. on my last visit to 
Teslin in January the Indians eppeer to be resuming their for- 
mer occupations gradually but a complete return to normal is 

not yet evident. This naturally affects any proposal of creating 
new seasonal schools. 


Sonditions have been watched during the past two years 
and it now appeers that the R.C. Mission at Teslin has given 
up the idea of opening a school at Johnsontown and have been 
carrying on a day school at Teslin Post, Yukon, at which both 
Yukon and ©.C. Indian children attend. The Department is 
apparently paying 33.00 per teaching dey for an indefinite 
length term to the Rev. Feather Drean, O.M.I., for conducting 
the school. I understand that the Anglican mission also receives 
a similar allowance for the operation of their day school. The 
attendance is about equally divided between the schools. 


As the majority of the Teslin Indians are Yukon member- 
ship arrangements concerning these schools are evidently all 
handled through the Indian Agent at Dawson for no official word 
has come to this office. Bishop Coudert of Whitehorse recently 
informed that Ottawa had authorized the construction of an R.C. 
day school, probably seesoneal, at Teslin Post but this office has 
no official knowledge of it. 


A further report will be submitted next July on my return 
from Teslin Lake when I will have had a further opportunity to 
obtain the most recent details of the situation at first hand.

I beg to call your attention to the fact that so far no salary 
has yet been paid to the Rev.Father A.Drean O.M.I. for the work 
carried on at our Catholic Indian Day School at Teslin last Summer, 

Father Drean,the teacher,told me that he has sent the School 
Reports to the Branch as requested,efter the School was duly approved 
by an Act in Council,but so far he has received no salary. 


A new building was erected for the school in the early part of 
last Summer,and according to the testimony of Mr.Jeckell,the Controller 
for the Yukon,it is the best pui@ding for such purposes to be found 


in the indian camps of the Yukon.An expenditure of well over $1000.00 
was made by the church in connection with said building,without counting 
our labor.

I have your letter of the first instant, 
with reference to the Teslin Lake R.C. School. In this 
connection I enclose, fur your information, copy of 
our letter of August 25, 1944, to Reverend Father Drean, 
to which no reply has been received. At that time we 
forwarded Pather Drean T.D.1A forms. Owing to present 
regulations it 1s necessary to have these completed 
before paying the salary to Father Drean, due to the fact 
that if these forms are not received here present regul- 
ations require deduction for income tax. I enclose two 
coptes of the form. It would be appreciated if you would 
have Father DPrean complete and return these to us at 
the earliest possible date. As soon as this is done, 
the amount of salary due him for last vear will be paid. 


We have received from Father Drean a 
return showing that he conducted the Teslin Lake F.C. 
School for 7 days in June, 1944, and 20 days in July, 1944, 
From this it would appear that he taught the school for 27 
days.

I have reviewed the file and noted thet the Reverend 
Father Drean was involved in disputes at Teslin years 
before Mr. Suverintendent Meek entered our service, 


I attach a cony of a report on the Whitehorse Indian 
Day School in which there are allusions to Family Allowance 
stopoveges and to the necessity of determining the denominational 
affiliation of Indian children. Mr. Superintendent Meek has 
a copy of thie report and he mey be alluding to it in his 
letter of December 27 to Reverend Father Drean,. The Teslin 
question, however, had not arisen at the time of my discussions 
with Mr. Suverintendent Meek, 


I do not recell having advised Mr, Meek that some 
clergymen would wether have the children of their denomination 
stay away from school entirely rather than attend a school 
that 1s not conducted under denominational auspices. Reverend 
Father Drean appears to be a clergyman of this type. 


Mr, Superintendent Meek's action in attemoting to enforce 
attendance may have its origin in your letter of June 25, 1949, 
in which you agree that "it would not be practical to overate 
the Teslin Seasonal School in view of the fact that we are 
now cooperating with the Yukon Territory in the operation of 
a joint school", I Gaf not think that it would occur to 
Mr, Superintendent Meek or to Mr. School Inspnector Hulland 
or, indeed, to any Yukon official thet in the circumstances 
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we would operate a seasonel school for any denominetion,. 
The development of the Roman Catholic White school at 
Whitehorse may serve to acquaint these gentlemen with the 
philosophy of denominational education, 


I note thet the present teacher at Teslin ie a Miss 
Clancy end that no 4nformetion is given concerning her 
religious affilietion which, of couree, ought not to be 
a consideration, interest or influence in a non-secterian 
school, She seems to regerd the local children primarily 
as candidates for instruction in the school curriculum and 
probably considers that the non-attendance of the Jule 
children is a disturbing fector on the other pupils. We are 
not informed where these Jule children spend most of their 
time. Reverend Father Drean suggests that they ought to be 
on the trapping grounds but very likely they are hanging 
around the post most of the time. Reverend Father Drean 
says “Other parents are sending their children to the 
Territorial school and making the real sacrifice of staying 
here instead of being on their travoing grounds where they 
could live much better, until better vrovisions can be made 
for their children, I am affraid (sic) new adjustments 
will have to be made then and without prejudice," From 
thie statement it is a fair deduction that Reverend Father 
Drean will follow a couree designed to eliminate all Indian 
puvils from this achool as 4t is obvious that he hoves to 
vnersuade “other parents" to his way of thinking. 


According to a religious census prevared in 1939, 
Charlie Jule was regarded es Romen Catholic. At that time 
Effie Jule was three years old and Katie four months, Unless 
the father has changed his affiliation in the meantime, an 
effidavit would be required only if he wished his children 
to attend the Teslin Joint School. If he is still a Roman 
Catholic no affidavit is required if he wants to keep his 
children away. 


On the other hand Peter Sydney 4s the child of Anglican

The action on your part of taking away the Jule children 
from the Territorial school created certain problems which necessitated 
a considerable amount of writing to and grom Ottawa. Col. Neary has 
replied, and I attach hereto a copy of a ruling given by Duncan Scott 
in 1922. I particularly draw your attention to the last paragraph. 
Col. Neary ends his latter with this statement: 


"You can appreciate, therefore, the need for a short 
affidavit, taken in your presence, and relating to 
the wishes of the father with regard to attendance 
at both day and residential schools." 


We have run into the same difficulty at both Whitehorse and 
Carcross Residential Schools. Ina case similar to that of Pete 
Sidney which you mention, Col. Neary, ina letter written August 24th 
1949, states: 


"The transfer of young Indian children from one educational 
institution to another entails various adjustments which 

are not easy for such children to make, and failure to make 
them is likely to produce undesirable results. The change 
suggested for these children will, therefore, not be authorized 
at this time. Tt 4s considered, moreover, that as long as 
there are said to be children in your Agency who are not 
regularly attending any school, existing schools should draw 
their enrolment from such children rather than seek to enrol 
children for whom adequate arrangements have already been made." 


I gather from the foregoing instructions to me, that Pete Sidney 
will remain at Teslin School. As to the Jules, an affidavit is required 


by the father.

From Fort St. John i made an unannounced visit to Whitehorse 
and viewed the activities at this school (art classes excepted ) 
on the morning of Thursday, Nov. 3 and on Friday, Nov. 4. As 
the art teacher is at this school only on the first three days 
of each week, I had to have an evening discussion with her. I 
think we may be confident that the children will benefit from 
ner teaching. I gave her one copy of "Good Health for Canada's 
indians” and suggested that she might combine her technical 
ability and increasing familiarity with Indians to produce 
similar useful {liustrated booklets. 


May fifty copies (or more, if aveilable) of the named 
booklet be sent to the Whitehorse School, please, and may the 
{ssue to all our schools in the Yukon be confirmed.

6° many of our schools 
this year seem to be noping for “filled accommodation by 
Christmas.“! 


Of the absentees among the day pupils, the attendance of 
two (Joan Charlie ana Betty Shakoon) seems particularly 
unsatisfactory. 


Ali pupils were seated at large tables on backless forms 
usually four to a form. As they use only one side of & table 
so as to face the front of the room, the tables in two rooms 
are quite close together, and the inner children on each form 
nave caifficulty extricating themselves to 60 to the blackboard 
or elsewhere. The height of the tables suits only some of the 
pupils. The desks now on order have more appropriate sizes but 
there will be only eighty of them. 1 nave asked Mr. Supt. eek 
to request your instructions concerning 4 shipment of desks 
which are not all heeded at “ayo. 


As these classrooms still retain the érmy pattern of 
fenestration, the teachers must be alert to ensure good 
ventilation. Heating is by stoves in each room. The lighting 
fixtures are adecuate, in some cases fluorescent havin: been 
installed. 


You have received completed forms showing the teachers’ 
training ana experience. All classes ana rooms show that a 
trainea person is in charge. \irs. Weigand has eiven her former 
pupils a good start; Miss Patterson contributes the most 
niesionary zeal, and «Te ee brings interest anc vigour to the 
handling of physical education. In this he is aided by our 


agency clerk, ir. MeLoneld, and now by the army authorities 
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who grant the use of a hall once a week. A rink is being made 
ready near the school. 


As Mrs. Weigand has 48 pupils registered some adjustment 
of the teaching loads might be made 4f Miss Mallinger, when 
available, is added to the staff without displacing one of the 
present teachers. 


There are in the Yukon more pupils who should be in 
school, and pressure will continue to be exerted by parents 
upon the Superintendent to have children admitted to the 
Rev. Mr. Lee’s hostel when according to the Indian Act they 
belong in schools conducted under other denominational auspices. 
in an area where the public schools are by statute or custom 
non-sectarian some people are likely to be unaware or forgetful 
of the special provisions regarding Indian education. But 
ecclesiastical authorities will be quick to challenge any 
admissions of children who have any history of affilkatioa 
with older branches of the Church. I emphasize the need of close 
attention to this matter because another building hes recently 
Been acculred by the Rev. Mr. Lee - additional to the one in 
which the hostel was started last year. 


The latest addition includes a former army mess-hell 
and kitenen which compares very favourably with similer 
installations in our residential schools. There were eighty- 
eight pupils present at meal-time, and there could be room 
1ade for another thirty. The well-equipped kitchen (oil- 
burning stove) is in charg. of Miss Ruth Sponholz who does a 
good job, including bread-meking. She has previous experience 
in institutions. The walk-in refrigerator, well-stocked with 
moose meat which only Indian Hospitals and Indien schools in 
the Yukon may buy from Indians, is an impressive feature. 


House-keeping chores receive attention from the pupils 
outside of regular school hours. As most of the staff come 
frou Alberta, they have some accusintance with procedures in 
iormitories conducted in connecgion with consolidated schools. 


The sleeping accomodation is plein but acceptable; the 
sanitary facilities likewise. Local ins ection authorities 
appear to keep @& goo. watch on the place. Health services in 
Vhitehorse have been reinforced. 


There is & small laundry with some machinery, most of 
the work apparently done by women on the staff. 


fhe future of this experiment is not altogether clear. 

There cannot be much profit over operating costs, looking to 
inevitable heavy maintenance and repair. it might be wiped 
out oy fire, or the owners of the land might press for 
ossession thereof. tne town looks forward to replacing its 
own schools, but admission thereto of Indians secms unlikely. 
Yne Kouan Catsuolic school which dishop Coudert graciously 
invited me to visit (it now nas three rooms excellen$ly 
adapted in a former army building) restricts attenaance to 
white children.

I have your letter of the 22nd ultimo, with 
reference to the desire of Reverend Kk. Morisset to open 
a school at Burwash Landing, Yukon Territory. 


It is noted that Father Morisset only requests 
some school supplies. These could, of course, be provided, 
but our experience is that once this is done we receive 
a request shortly afterwards for teacher's salary and 
rent of building, furnishings etc. Consequently before 
giving official approval to the opening of this school 
the Department would appreciate some additional information. 
We would like to have the name of the town or village 
closest to Burwash Landing and the approximate distance 
from Dawson. Is this group of Indians nomadic, or do 
they reside throughout the year at Burwash? If they are 
permanently located at Burwash you might let me know in 
what manner they obtain their living. What puilding 
does Father Morisset intend to use for school purposes 
and will he be able to conduct the school for the usual 
five days a week, both in winter and summer? If not, 
you should state the exact length of time which he 
considers the school will be in operation during each 
year.

hen at Burwash Landing over the week-end of July 27, 
28, and 29, I had an a4nterview with Father Morisset, and 
inspected the premises which have been constructed for a 
combinution of Church and Day School purposes. 


Father Morisset, with some assistance from the Indians 
and others, has erected quite adequate buildings. The one 
which is in use as a Day School is well constructed, and 

n be easily heated. Father Morisset has done a good 
ob with the material at his disposal, and has even gme 
so far as to make desks for his pupils.

The Father informs me that he has twelve or thirteen 
pupils, five of whom are boys, and one of whom is a half- 
breed, living the life of an Indian. The pupils are of 
varying ages, one girl being eighteen, ana another twenty- 
two, years of age. None of them have ever had any schooling 
before. 


( {Tne School was opened in January, but was closed 
during March, April and May when the pupils were following 
native pursuits. It has remained open during June and July, 
but will be closed during august and September, as Father 
Morisset expects to be in another part of the country. 

While, in many respects, it may not conform to strict Indian 
Day School requirements, in my opinion, the project should 
' redeive every encouragement. Father Morisset has furnished , 
\4 me with a list of supplies-which are needed, and I enclose 
» \ _a requisition for these, I may say that I am also requisit- 
2 % Tioning for certain medical supplies which aye to be dispensed 
\to the chilaren.

Bishop Coudert requests payment for months of 
January, February, Mareh, October, November and December, 
1945.

Ine have paid /fRev. z./Morisget, Tt for the 
months of January, February, April, June and July. This 
request for peynens was made by Indian Agent Gibben. Cheque 
was mailed direct to Father Morisset. In this case you will 
note that you requested payment for 6 months. We have al- 
ready paid for 5 months, but we paid for April, June and 
July, whereas you asked for March, October, November and 
December. It appears that if we pay for one more month 
the matter should be balanced, and consequently I am 
arranging to issue & cheque for the month of December, 1945. 
This cheque will be drawn in favour of Father Morisset and 
sent to you. 


DEASE LAKE - 


Bishop Coudert requests payment for January, 
half of February, half of October, and November, 1945, or 
a total of three months. 


We have paid Rev. C. Carpentier, 0.M.I., for 
the month of January, 1945. This payment was included in 
amount covering salary for the period September 1, 1944, to 
January 31, 1945. Cheque was forwarded to Father Carpentier, 
in care of R.H.S. Sampson, Indian Agent, Telegraph Creek, 
B.C. 


It appears that we owe salary for two additional 
months, and cheque for this amount will be drawn in favour 
of Father Carpentier and sent to you. 


KLAPPAN - 


Bishop Coudert requests payment for January, 
February, March and April, 1945. 


Rev. J.P. Tanguay, O.M.I., who had to give up 
duties on account of a@ serious accident, was paid salary 
for the period January 25 to March 9, 1945. This cheque 
was mailed to Father Tanguay's address in Edmonton. In 
addition we have paid Rev. J. Forget for the period April 1 
to May 15, 1945. This cheque was 4ssued in favour of 
Father Forget but was mailed to Bishop Coudert, Whitehorse, 
Yukon. It would appear that we do not owe anything further 
at this school for salary. 


LIARD POST (Lower Post) 


Bishop Coudert requests payment for the months 
of June, July and August, 1945. 


We have paid Kev. J. Forget for the period 
June 1 to August 15, 1945. This cheque was drawn in favour 
of Father Forget and sent to Bishop Coudert. It would 
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appear from the above that we owe half a month's salary 
as we have paid only to August 15 and Bishop Coudert's 
letter states that the school was open for the full 
month of August. 


TESLIN LAKE ~ 


Bishop Coudert requests payment for the 
months of June, July and August, 1945. 


We have already issued cheque to Rev. 
A. Drean, 0.M.I. for the period June 1 to August 31, 
1945. This cheque was mailed to Father Drean, in 
care of the Catholic Mission, Teslin Lake, Yukon 
Territory.

As we hsve not received the ususl) returns, 
showing the nares of the children, days taught, etc., 
from the respective ‘eachers, the only information that 
we heve availeble regerding the veriods curing thich the 
schools were open ‘s taken from the attached conies of 
letters which you forwarded to Father Plourde. 


The checues that we have issued, as shown 
on the attached statement, were sent direct to the teachers 
concerned, previous to the time we received your request 
that all these salary cheques should be forwarded to your 
office, Ye will follow the lattcr procedure in future, 
as we hve cone in a few cases in the past. 


I wish you would review the attached state- 
ment carefully snd advise me the exact period during which 
each of these schocls was in operetion in the calencar 
year 1945, As soon as we receive this information, any 
additional salary will be paic and we will also allow rent 
for each of the buildings at 4 rate of ©25,.90 a nonth for 
each month during which the school wes in operation. I 
will arrange to have payments made for the amounts re- 
queste¢ for fuel end janitor services, but any balances
